Assessing Real Estate Not A Scientific Process

A presentation Tuesday by Real 
Estate Assessor J.D. Banagan on 
how the city assess commercial 
poperty proved one thing - m^dng 
assessments is hardly a scientific 
process. 

But what bothers Councilwo'man 
Nancy I^ker most is not only the 
amount of money the city may be 
losing in making assessments 
low»- than the actual value of 
commercial properties, but in the 
possibility that all commercial 
{xxqierties are not treated alike. 

What focused her attention on 
commercial assessments was the 
recent sale of Lynnhaven Mall for a 
total, in two transitions, of ap- 
proximately $143 million. 

But when Parker looked at the 
assessments, she found that the 
prt^rty was assessed (after an ad- 
jusunent) for $92.4 million few fis- 
cal year 1990-91. Here tlw city's 
talking about expanding the tax 
l^, she said when she brought up 
the subject before council two 



weeks ago at a work session, and a 
property like Lynnhaven Mall is 
assessed at an amount so much 
lower than the sale price. 

Banagan's explanation was sim- 
ple. Commercial properties are not 
asses^d on the basis of recent sales 
of similar real estate, the way resi- 
dential properties are. They arc as- 
sessed on the basis of income - for 
Lynnhaven Mall of income from 
rents. 

Banagan said that he did not 
think that he has been using low 
assessments ((X commercial prop- 
erty. He said that this is attested to 
by the number of appeals that have 
been granted during the past year. 

But this doesn't answer Parker's 
quKtirais about why the assessment 
on the mall did not increa^ from 
fiscal 1988-S9 to fiscal 1989-90. It 
maunbd tt $70,894,925.

the ssme basis. She also said that 
she IxtMight the mall situation be- 
fore couKil ((K consideration by tte 
tMimt memben. but if council is 



satisfied with the explanation pro- 
vided by Banagan, she did not plan 
to pursue the matter any further. 

The tricky part about Banagan's 
job is finding out what the rentals 
were. The owners are not obligated 
to tell the assessor what they are 
and the income and expense data, 
said Banagan, has never been made 
available by the mall and shq) ar- 
eas. 

The assessor doesn't pk:k a figure 
out of the air, however. He said that 
he compares available rents of 
similar properties and since 
Lynnhaven Mall is the most ex- 
pense in the area he figures their 
rents should be more. SiiK:e there 
arc only two malls in the city, 
comparisons are made with malls in 
the Hampton Roads area. The new 
assessment is has^ on a square-foot 
rental of $81 .54 per squae foot for 
1 ,132, 694 square-fe^ of r^ail vea. 

Department stores in the mall 
have b^n coopoative about giving 
the assessor information, as are 
L^gctt and Ward, which own tteir 
own prof«rty. The next most ex- 
I^nsive mall in the area is Militvy 



Circle, which has an assessment of 
$60.87 a square-foot. 

Banagan said that he also take 
into consideration the age of the 
commercial property which helps 
determine the rents. 

Ife said that his life may be made 
easier by a new law passed by the 
General Assembly which says that 
while property owners don't have lo 
give out information on rents, if 
they don't they will not be permit- 
ted to use the rental information in 
cotBt cases. 

Banagan said that (he large stores 
in the mall which are more 
cooperative make up 60 percent of 
the retail area which leaves (Mily 40 
percent for the sleuth system. 
"We're in a nasty business," he 
said. He said getting mcue infcvma- 
ti(M) was like going on a fishing 
exp^ition. 

But the confusion is apparent 
evoi in lesidenlial prq)erties.

AAV focuses an raising public 
awareness of animal rights, she 
said. "What many lack is noi com- 
passion, but rather awareness. 
Without even thinking about it, 
people harm animals through the 
products they buy and the foods 
they eat." 

AAV distributes animal rights 
brochures by hand and through 
stores, and member!, describe the 
movement through wrad of mouth, 
she said. "We also stage 
demonstrations," ^e said, "but we

Our phil(»q4)y is to stick by 
our beliefs and to wcnk to endorse 
them, but without shouting, shak- 
ing a fist or name calling."

Question Deferred Until Nov. 6

Virginia Beach is on its way to- 
ward getting a Human Rights 
Commission. 

But first. City Council wants to 
leam what the rights and duties of 
the commission would be, how the 
commission would encumber 
council and how much it would 
cost the city. 

George E. Minns, president of 
the Virginia Beach Brmich of chfq)- 
ter of the NAACP, Tuesday asked 
council to f^rove the concept of a 
commission, pointing out that 
Virginia has a ^te coiuK;il of Ha- 
man Rights aB SMt law provides 
for the establishment of local hu- 
man rights ordinances and commis- 
sions. The law has been on the 
books for 20 years, he said, and 
Fairfax h^^ had a commission since 
1974. t 

"What happens here today will 
send a message all over Virginia 
Beach and Hampton Roads and Vir- 
ginia," he said. "If you vote against 
a human rights commissicm y(Ni're 



voting against . . . justice and 
equality for all people. Your vote 
today will let us know where you 
stand on civil rights." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan. 
who had sponsored Minn'; 
presentation beftve council Tues- 
day, said that she supported the 
concept and was ready to make a 
motion in favor of the concept 
then, but that she also wanted to 
have (teveloped an ordinance and 
guidelines for lata consideration. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the council needed time to 
leant what the powers and the duties 
of a commissu>n would be, and 
what the rights of the city would 
be.^ Ilia motlim to defer coasidecte 
tion of an cvdinance until Nov. 6. 
after a pre^ntation on Oct. 23, was 
adopted unanimously by the ten 
members of council present Coun- 
cihnan William D. Sessoms Jr. 
wasabsniL

Council Picks Apart One- 
Vote Election Suggestion 



A proposal that would bring 
the city closer to a one-man, 
one-vote philosophy for City 
Council elections was picked 
apart at its first public airing 
Tuesday, signalling a fight ahead 
for any reapportionment plan. 

Chances are that the recom- 
mendations of the Mayor's 
Committee for Reapportionment 
will go the way of the recom- 
mendations of the 1985 Com- 
mission on Local Government, 
when the only proposal retrieved 
from the recommendations was 
the direct election of mayor. 
That commission had recom- 



mended redrawing borough 
boundary lines so that each held 
approximately the same number 
of people. 

The 1990 Mayor's Committee, 
appointed in May, recommends a 
mixed electoral district/at-large 
system, a kind of modified ward 
system in which the city woulc 
be divided into seven boroughs 
of roughly equal population witl 
representatives to council elected 
only by the voters in the re- 
spective boroughs. The four ad- 
ditional council members would 
be three elected at-Iarge and the

Untk one c(Mnes in contacl%ith animal rights information, it 
is easy to overlodc: the crudty inflicted cm animals on a daily 
basis throughout the wctffd, which can be evidenced in any 
given communiQi. 

All it takes is an enlightened look around to notice fur coats, 
well-stocked meat sections in grocery stores, zoos with caged 
aninmls ami circuses flaunting animals. 

And people arc raised to accept and even to appreciate all of 
ttese things. Yet in order to have them, animals must suffer. 

Fortunately, animal rights' awareness is increasing locally, 
due to die efforts of national organizations, such as People for 
die Ethnical Treatment of Animals (PETA) and state organiza- 
tions, sudi as TTie Alliance for Animals in Virginia (AAV). 

Many peq>le hedtate to eat veal, due to the cmelty inflicted 
on young calves to produce this tender, white meat, and to 
wear fur, but many continue to consume meat on a daily basis, 
to purcha% products that have been tested on animals and to 
support organizations which use animals to entertain people. 

Hopefully, these "habits" will decrease as public animal 
rights awareness iiKrcases. 

And there are sure signs it is increasing. PETA, founded in 
1980, had 8,000 members in 1984 and an annual budget of 
$275,000. This year it has 350,000 members and a $7 million 
budget, most of which came from private donations. Public 
figures such as River Phoenix, Belinda Carlisle, the B-52's and 
counUess others have lended tiieir support to animal rights. It's 
exciting. 

There's even a PETA for Kids group, which was begun a 
litde over a year ago, and now has 3,000 members. Children 
write in from all over the country wanting to help animals, said 
PETA kids coradinatOT Rebecca Gagnon. 

Hopefully Virginia Beach will make strides to eliminate sup- 
port for organizations which endorse animal cmelty of some 
firam or otho* in years to come. 

And hopefully residents will support organizations such as 
PETA and AAV. Joining these groups is a great way to get 
and/(x stay informed on new animal rights' developments and 
ideas.^- K.L.H.

Who Is The Press? 

Next week (Oct 7 to 10) is National Newspaper Week, and a 
good time to ask, **Who is the press, anyway?" 

When it comes to the Bill of Rights, it means all of us. When 
our founding fathers wrote the First Amendment to the Consti- 
tution they were intent on protecting the freedom of all Ameri- 
cans to speak and write as their conscience dictated, and they 
simply used the word "press" as a substitute for "write." 

They were not attempting to create a privilege for newspaper 
editors. Tfieywere intent on protecting everyone's right to 
speak, write, worship, assemble, and demonstrate. 

They understood - sometimes better than we understand - that 
to protect the rights of all of us, they had to protect the rights of 
each of us. No other country goes quite so far as American in 
protecting personal liberty. No other government has ever been 
willing to adopt a constimtional guarantee of personal liberty 
that is as absolute as our First Amendment. 

Some people do abuse the right of free speech. Some publi- 
cations do abuse the intent of free press guarantees. Some 
demonstrators go so far in abusing the right of protest that they 
bum flags. 

But for 200 years we have been smart enough to realize that 
what we are protecting is more precious Uian the occasional 
abuse which we must tolerate. And for more than 200 years, 
we have been able to enjoy the benefits that a free press makes 
possible. 

All across America today reporters, editors, advertising pro- 
fessionals, circulation managers and production people are 
working to assemble information - vital information we need so 
we can make important decisions including what to buy and 
where to buy it, where to vote and who to vote for, where to 
work and who to work for, even when and where to speak up, 
write up, and demonstrate. 

The dieme for this National Newspaper Week is "Free Press- 
Free People; More News-More Views." 

The dedication of tens of thousands of working newspaper- 
men and women helps to enlighten and brighten our lives. Be- 
cause of them, and because of you, America is a place where 
newspapers continue to provide "nx)re news md more views."

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The Comprehensive Plan Hearing 

The CitizeHS Action Co<Mtion is a 
six-year-old, 300-member, non-par- 
tisan organization that monitors city 
government. 

"The Qmqn^ensive Han is the 
city's official statement of jAysical 
devekq)m«it and planning policy. 
Prepared by die Planning Commis- 
sion and adopted 1^ City Council, it 
is ba%d (Ml extensive public invcdve- 
ment, and thus presats a viskm 
shared by all its citizens describing 
how the city should grow, the com- 
munity values it embraces and the 
methods it intends to use to ^mmsa& 
and p-otect these values." 

This is from the Introduction and 
General Strategy section of die draft 
copy of the proposed 1 990 Compre- 
hensive Plan which was released in mid-Septembo'. It emphasizes the impw- 
tance of die plffli to all residents of thecity and the need fcH- them to express dieir 
views and desires at the public hearings to be held on the plan. 

A preliminary review of tiie plan does not reveal any startling changes and 
appears to reflect the perplexing quandides diat face the city today as a result 
of the drastic reduction in development, shrinking revenues, the yet unknown 
extent of military cutbacks in tlw area, the need to peserve and bolster the 
economy of the city a period of possible goioal recession, the impact of as y^ 
not ctearly defined Federal Wetlands ReguMions and the not yet fully 
understood Chesapeake Bay Preservation ^t and its effect on developmoit 
It is clear that the plan, as proposed, recogni^s that die city is not able economi- 
cally at the present time to siq^pM extensive developmoit ui die rural areas and 
the conflict diat will inevitaUy result with die fanning industry in die vea. 

It attranpts to reach a scvt of compromise between development and farming 
which may or may not be pcKsible. It makes mention of the possible use of dw 
Transfer of Development Rights, which has been a very controversial issue in 
die past and would ^1 require State appovai. One diing is very certain; dioe 
will be need of much moie educittion of die general public on the objectives of 
die plan. 

llie first public hearing on die im>posed {dan, which is die result of a full 
years work by die planning department staff and the planning commission, was 
held in dwcity council chambers on Thursday,Sept27,at 7:30p.m. Sdieduled 
to address {ffimarily die Court Ifouse-Sandbrulge and die Pungo-Blackwater 
planning areas, it was wdl-attoided by residents of diese areas. 

At die start of die meeting it was annoinced that die meeting would be very 
informal and the main objective was to rec(»d die input from the public, to 
answo^ as many questiois as possible and to respond at a later date to those they 
could not answer immediately, liiput would also be weteomed on all areas of 
die city. 

The first part of the meeting was an excellent slide {vesentation by Mr. 
Robert Scott, director of the city's Planning DepartmoiL It was way too sh(»t 
and not in enough d^ail. Widi die limited time allotted for diis presentation, Nfr. 
Scott attonpted to describe die problems and die basis for die objectives 
contained in die plan. He cited die many accomplishments achieved dirough 
die long-range road building pUm, d» outstanding improvements in the 
Oceanfront appearance, the eaiaiBcemcat of the city's general appearances as 
the result of die new sign (xdinances as well as other improvements over die last 
four years. It is hoped that consideratkin will be given to a full-length 
presentation on Ms topic in the near f uttire for a far better understanding of the 
considerations and needs in Icmg-range planning for the city and its compiehen- 
slve^lans.,, . > 

Aldiough there were several specific items addressed by the public, die 
general teniri^ of Aeliearing Was a need^fw man infcrnnaticm on the plan and 
its impact in die areas where peqile lived. In partkular, diere was great interest 
on die part of residents in die Pimgo-Blackwater areas regarding the new A-3 
agricultural zoning propo^d by die plan. Mr. Scott advised diey would have 
a meeting in Creeds later on at which time diey would provide detailed 
infonnation on the A-3 zomag and its effect on die rural areas. The publk was 
also invited to attend wcHlcshops which will be held on the plan. 

All indications are, diat in spite of a not too clear picture of die fuOue, the 
hearings can lead to die adoption oi a sound plan to guide die development ci 
die city for the next five years.it is sirnerely hoped diat the commissran will 
not repeat die spectacle of its last minute actions on the Chesapeake Bay Pres- 
ervation Act when they adopted several controvNsial changes firom a letter 
from the Tidewater Buildup Association. 

The Comprehensive Plan, regardless of how good it is, is sdll only a guide 
in accordance widi State law. Its value is only as good as the resolve of current 
city councils to follow the plan. Few can forget past city councils which literally 
Uirew die Comprehensive Plan out the window and created the catastro{Aic 
growdi that left the city with its monumental backlog of infirastructure needs 
that is still going to cost us at least another billion dollars, and will lead to many 
more increase in property taxes bef(xe we catch iq>. 

Hope to see many of you at die next hearing oi the plan. Ronember, you 
can ' t complain if your intoests are ignored because you failed to express your 
views when you had die opponunity.

Military Wives Deserve Pension

The citizens of Virginia have a right to know diat in a closed-door 
meeting, members of the subcommittee on Military Personnel and 
Compensation, Committee ai Armed Sauces of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, voted to <teny military wives, divoced before June 26, 
198 1 , die right to go back into a state domestk relaticms court in order to 
petition for a pm rata share of die pension diey he^ied to earn. Two of die 
13 members of die subcommittee. Mr. Owen Pickett (second district) and 
Mr. Herb Bateman (first district), ranking Republican, voted widi die 
majority, diereby denying due process to certain long-tom military wives 
cheated out of ttve pension they helped to earn.

vote a certain way diat means you 
believe so and so.'" 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
also took exception to Minns' 
statements presented as "face" diat 
all hotel owners at the beach are 
white and diat "red-lining," a prac- 
tice of discouraging loans to black 
entrepreneurs, still goes on at the 
beach. 

Fentress, a banker, said that a 
minority group did own a hotel at 
the beach but diat it failed a couple 
of years ago, and that red-lining 
does not go on at die beach. "Those 
two tilings are not facts," Fentress 
said. 

Minns insisted Uiat red-lining 
still goes on, but that it can be 
done in odier ways than in banking. 

Council took no action on a re- 
quest of Minns to form an ad hoc 
committee to lay the groundwork 
for the Human Rights Commis- 
sion. Minns proposed that the 
committee consist of 15 members 
of whom five would be Y.D. Thor- 
oughgood; attorneys Bernard P. 
Holmes and Bryan Williams; die 
Rev. Leon D. Hall, a member of 
the state Council on Human 
Rights, and Mary Redd, of die Ur- 
ban League, all members of the 
NAACP. Minns suggested Uiai five 
members come from the Virginia 
Beach Fellowship Committee, a 
newly-formed interracial group of 
ministers, and the remainder be 
composed of staff members and 
odiers appointed by council. 

Minns Uiaited the "lea<tes of die 
city for m^ng Laborfest possible. 
He noted diat Martin Ludier King 
made his "I have a dream" ^>eech 
on Aug. 28. 1963, die year when 
the City of Virginia Beach was 
founded. Fw 344 years before diat 
he said, while "not just black 
Americans, but mtse often than not 
black Americans, were subject lo 
all fwms of confrontations." 

In mmi culttires, te said, dw siF 
cial problems are somcdiing that 



can be worked out but in die 
United States equality became a 
system of government and law. He 
said diat from 1619 to 1863, die 
system was physical slavery, and 
from 1863 to 1963. die system be- 
came intellectual slavery. 

He said diat country has grown, 
but has not grown out of this. The 
preponderance of die evidence is, he 
said, "diat neidi^ diis city nor any 
other city in the country can boast 
about clearheads in terms of racial 
equality. Let's commit to an ap- 
proach. Let all sides . . . have ac- 
cess to it," 

He said that people say there are 
no problems, but today diere is 
some of die old physical brutality 
but "we're dealing widi intellectud 
brutality ... in die mind . . . just 
because you don't see it doesn't 
mean it's not there. Those who 
have power to change it look at 
those who are suffering and say. 
'no. it's not there.' 

He said it is no ^cident that all 
die hotels in Virginia Beach are 
owned by whites, that blacks can't 
get loans to change the situation. 
Many minorities, he said, feel that 
they did not build this city, al- 
though the reverse is true. He said 
diat all die judges in die city are 
white, and asked, "How many of 
the black high school principals do 
we have?" He said diat a black 
football star on a high school team 
would have difficulty getting a 
coaching position later on. 

He said diat something has to be 
done, "but we have to go about it 
in the right way."

Last week. Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf shared a letter received 
from die Rev. William Dale, die 
Rev. David Abrams and die Rev.

When Minns started to go into 
individual cases. Brazier interrupted 
him saying diat he didn't want to 
hear about individual cases because 
"we have only your side."

Councilman Robert W. Clybum

Oybum, who formerly served on 
die school board, said diat die city 
has black principals and black 
cosKhes wd that he would like to 
see diem conference to be promoted 
on the basis of how well diey do 
die j<*.

The City's Infant Stimulation Program Caters 
To Babies With Delayed Development, Handicaps

The building is bright, airy and 
colorful. There arc toys galore 
and plenty of si»ce to play, but 
this is no playground (x day care 
center. 

It's the city-run Infant 
Stimulatioi Program, y/herc each 
day Virginia Beach mothers and 
their infant children come not 
only to play, but to learn. 

"It's a city progrmi designed to 
meet the needs of children and 
families who have some concern 
for development," said program 
coordinator, Phyllis Jackson. 

The program, housed in an A- 
frame structure on the grounds of 
Wycliffe Presbyterian Church on 
Great Neck Road, is an educa- 
tionally designed and profession- 
ally run program offoing critical 
early intervention s»vices to in- 
fants, from birth to two yean 
old, with delayed development. 
The challenges facing these chil- 
dren are caused by premature 
births or a number of physical or 
mental handic£q)s. 

Since its inception 15 years 
ago, the program has provided 
s^vices to hundreds of children at 
no charge to their families. There 
are currently 100 childirar enrolled 
in the pro-am. Many, said Jack- 
son, have Downs Syndrome, vi- 
sual, hearing or speech impair- 
ments or cerebral palsy. Most 
children are bom with these de- 
lays, but in some cases it's not 
known how the delays occurred. 

"It gives the children the very 
best foundation they can have to 
be the very best they can be. We 
want them to reach their very 
highest potential," Jackson said. 
"We also want them to feel good 
about themselves." 

Weekly classes are supple- 
mented by physical therapy, oc- 
cupational therapy and speech 
stimulation. An individualized 
education program is designed to 
help each child reach their full 
potential in the major 
development areas of motor, 
cognitive, speech, language and 
self-help skills. Parent support 
groups and recreational events 



involve the entire families of the 
children. 

"Tho-e have been many fami- 
lies walk through our doors, 
that's for sure," Jackson said. 
"There is an emphasis on a class 
where we do activities that pro- 
mote goals and objectives for 
each child" 

Jackson said the babies learn 
the best through play, so much 
of the therapy is done with toys 
and games. Some children, how- 
ever, require additional physical 
therapy or more therapy in con- 
coitraled areas. 

The Infant Stimulation Pro- 
gram began in 1976 as a volun- 
teer program. The city began 
providing funding in 1978. Now, 
the program is both city and state 
fiinded. 

There are currently two class- 
room teachers, one occupational 
therapist, a physical therapist, 
two speech therapists and a sec- 
retary, all part-time; and 65 vol- 
unteers helping to implement the 
program. Jackson said. 

Two years ago. a volunteer 
group banded together to provide 
an adequate facility for the pro- 
gram. Phase one of the group's 
goal has been realized with a 
building renovation exceeding 
$100,000. This month marks the 
program's first calendar year in 
the new structure, which includes 
skylights, modular designed play 
areas, and therapy areas. 

The group has already raised 
$40,000 towards phase two of its 
goal, Jackson said, which is a 
2,500 square-foot expansion of 
the building for additional class- 
rooms. 

"We're ready to go full steam 
ahead," Jackson said. "We're 
looking for all kinds of dona- 
tions, supplies and services." 

Jackson adckd that although the 
city pays the program's employ- 
ees' salaries, it does not provide 
funding for renovations. 

"It gives us the ^ace to pro- 
vide more services to more chil- 
dren. We used to work out of a 
church nursery room," she said. 

"It's all designed for babies. It's 
clean and oijoyable." 
Jackson said she has seen a lot

of positive results from the pro- 
gram. Many of the program's 
"graduates" have gone on to at- 
tend the public schools' preschool 
program, which is offered to 
children as young as age two. 
The stimulation program feeds 
into the preschool program. 
Other children go on to special 
education classes within the pub- 
lic schools, but they still have a 
good, basic learning foundation, 
she said. 

"It (the program) addresses 
those concerns that become 
obvious and apparent at an early 



age. The early intervention is so 
important for children to give 
them a solid foundation for later 
on," she said. 

Jackson pointed out that the 
program is not meant to teach 
parenting skills. It teaches them 
how to work around their child's 
weaknesses and build on his or 
her strengths. 

"We want them to develop 
self-esteem," she said. "I've seen 
the children, even 15 years later, 
and I know this has played an 
important part in their Uves."

"It's A Part Of My Life" 

Rights Of Virginians With Disabilities Board Memi)er Maureen Hollowell Is Involved In Spina Bifida 
And Hearing Impaired Organizations; Her Daughter Is A Victim Of Both

One or two out of evray 1.000 
children in Tidewater are bom 
with spina bifida. 

Maureen HoUowell's daughter 
Elizabeth is one of them. 

Spina bifida is a "birth defect 
that occurs several weeks into 
pregnancy, where the spine 
doesn't close prtq)erly and a por- 
tion of the spinsi cord is cm the 
outside of the spine when the 
child is bom," said Hollowell. 

Uci first child's disability was 
prenatally diagnosed, and the 
doctors weren't very optimistic, 
she said. She was encouraged to 
give the child up fw adoption m 
have an abration, but Hollowell 
and her husband Lew kept a 
positive attitude. They were in- 
nacurately told their child would 
be a in a vegetative state and 
would not live long, but they 
deci(ted to take the risk. 

"Things have not been as 
negative as what people have said 
they would be." Hollowell said. 
"The worst has been in the eyes 
of those who have not known 
Elizabeth." 

Since Elizabeth's birth in 
1981. she has suffered various 
degrees of paralysis and is 
wheelchair-bound. As an infant, 
she developed men^gitis and as a 
result, lost her hewing. 

"Medically, it's been quite a 
challenge for Elizabeth. Their 
problems can be quite complex." 
Hollowell said. "There's nothing 
life-threatening for Elizabeth as 
long as she can maintain the 
health she has now." 

Because of Elizabeth's 
disabilities, the HoUowells began 
meeting with other local families 



whose children were also diag- 
nosed as having spina bifida. In 
1981. they founded the Spina Bi- 
fida Association of Tidewater. 
Who) Elizabeth lost her hearing, 
the HoUowells became involved 
with the Tidewater Association 
for Hearing Impaired Children. 

"It b^^ame important to us to 
get involved with other families 
going through the same thing 
because of the support they 

neecfcd," she said "We did recieve 
a lot of support and guidance." 

HoUowell's second child, 
Lmira, was bora in 1983 with no 
disabilities. Hollowell continued 
to work as a housewife and 
mother, and also became mcM^e

involved with siqjport groups. 

In 1985, then-governor Charles 
Robb was approached about I", 
legislation to provide for a Vir- 
ginians With Disabilities Act. 
Hollowell, because of her in- 
volvement with the hearing im- 
paired organization, was asked to 
work with the govemor to have 
the act passed. 

"We were having a lot of con- 
cerns with the medical commu- 
nity and the agressiveness of 
UtatmenL It's a very delicate is- 
sue when a family starts to ques- 
tion treatmenC Hollowell said. 

When the act was passed and 
made a law, Robb appointed 38 
people, including Hollowell. to 
the Rights of Virginians With 



Disabilities board. 

"It was both rewarding and 
frustrating to get that gubernato- 
rial appoinunent The board has 
been vary productive. It's a learn- 
ing opportunity." ^ said 

Hollowell was reappointed to 
the board when Gerald Baliles 
was elected govoncx'. 

Elizabeth, who is nine years 
old, has attended public schools 
for eight years. She attended 
Thoroughgood Elementary 
School, which educates 40 hear- 
ing impaired students. Now, 
Elizabeth attends Arrowhead el- 
ementary, where she is main- 
stiedmed into regular classes with 
a sign language interpreter. 



"We anticipate Elizabeth fin- 
ishing up school with a diploma 
and doing whatever her heart de- 
sires," Hollowell said. 

Elizabeth, who has water on 
the brain, also has urological 
problems, orthopedic tteatment 
twice a year, and neurological 
treatment. Through it all, 
though, Hollowell said nothing 
has become too difficult, special 
or hard to handle. 

"It's a part of my life. It's just 
one more thing to do that isn't 
expensive or degrading," die said. 
"If we could change the world, 
our daughto- wouldn't have a dis- 
ability, but ... "

His name was "Dancing Don" 
in the 1970s and he refers to 
himself as Hampton Roads' orig- 
inal male dancer. 

Now, Dancing Don has retired 
his nickname and started his own 
business that rents out male and 
female dancers for all occasicms. 

Don Powell's dancing career 
began as a 19-ycar-old who was 
actively involved in the Virginia 
Beach nightclub scene. Disco was 
in and Rogues was the place to 
strut your stuff. Powell took up 
dancing when his roommate diffed 
him to "bare it all" at Rogues 
one night during a special con- 
test. He's been doing it ever 
since. 

After about seven years of 
stripping for various clubs, 
Powell, a Red Wing resident, de- 
cided that it was time to hang up 
his bikini and get on with his 
life. A former salesman for 
European Health Spas, Powell 
knew he had the talent to sell 
dancers, if he couldn't bq one 
himself. As a result. Dancers 
Unlimited, located at Hilltop, 
opened its doors five years ago. 

"We're the people that put the 
dancers out, guys and girls. We're 
the good guys of private party 
dancers." said Powell. "Virginia 
Beach is defmilciy our leader in 
the private business. People in 
Virginia Beach spend money." 

Powell's company employs 
about 16 female and 16 male 
dancers, most of whom are in 
their early twenties. He said he 
sends out two to three dancers a 
day during the week, and 10 per 
night on weekends. The occa- 
sions vary, but Powell said 
b!u;helor and bachclorette parties 
top the list. Birthdays and an- 
niversaries run a close second. 

Although he books some of 
his dancers in nightclubs, most 
of Powell's business comes from 
private parties. Powell said a 
strip-o-gram used to consist of a 
tuxedocd male dancer armed with 
a n^e, an autographed picture and 
a poem, who would sU'ip down to 
a bikini and pose for pictures. 

Now, Powell has expended on the 
"strip-o-gram" costume; his guys 
come dressed as sensuous cops, 
sexy pizza (telivoy boys, hot bod 
construction workers, doctors, 
cowboys, lifeguards and naughty 
nerds. 

"They all play a character. If 
someone will give us ample 
time, ot give us a costume, we'll 
do anydsing," said Powell. 

The female danco^ also dress 
as many of the same characters, 
with the acklition of a nurse, and 
miniskirt at evoiing gown attire. 

Not only can a customer re- 
qu^ a c(»tume, but he or she 
can also suggest a i^ysical de- 
scription of what may be their 
perfect dancer. According to 
Powell, mo^ of tl» mate dancers 
are 190 pcHinds or mwe. and are 
well iHiilL He hcks for the Imger 
guys. th(»e who favm^ the famed 
Chippendale's dancers. Tlie fe- 
male ^nc^n miM also be ttirac- 
tive mkI in shape. 

Powell said he is intent on 
prodMing an all-star team of

member all-female review of his 
best dancers, many of them col- 
lege students or young profes- 
sionals. The review is a 90- 
minute organized, choreographed 
program that u-avels to military 
establishments or large private 
functions. 

"We're designed for laughs, for 
fun. Of course we're sexy, be- 
cause we've got pretty people 
dancing," R)well said. "You turn 
it into a fun thing, that's what 
it's all about" 

Powell is picky, he said, about 
where he sends his dancers. All 
female dancers must be accompa-' 
nied by an e»;ort who doubles as 
an emcee or party coordinator. 
Many of Powell's security people 
are ex-police officers and club 
bouncers. 

The escort is the one who sets 
the ground rules with the person 
who booked the dancer. Female 
dancers SU'ip down to a full top 
and full bottom bathing suit; 
"pasties" and a g-suing are, by 
law. the minimum to which a 
dffiicer can strip down. 

"If they (the i»rty) mn break- 
ing the rules, we go to the con- 
tact and say 'if your buddies don't 
stt^, we'll stop,'" Powell said.

animal derivatives in dieir poducts, 
and Dykes distributes these lists. 
They are also available from PETA 
upon request, by writing to PETA, 
P.O. Box 4215.

120013 or calling 301-770-7444. 

Mason said that PETA is "anti- 
circus, anti-zoo; anti-hunting, anti- 
fishing and our main focus is m 
die diree areas in whuh the latest 
number of animals suffer - on 
foctcry Sanns, in labraattMies and in 
the fiir trade." 

Dykes said diat AAV*s bdie& are 
akmg the same lines as PETA's are. 

Besides woHdng to raise public 
awareness of animal rights, AAV 
holds fundraisers throughout the 
year, such as flea maifcets and bake 
sales. 

It also holds an annual all-day 
animal rights symposium, featuring 
renowned animal rights activists 
firom across die country. Last year's 
symposium, held at the Norfolk 
Airport Hilton, featured, among 
othos. Dr. Tom Reagan, The Cul- 
ture and Animals Foundation's 
president who some consider one of 
the foremost philosophers on ani- 
mal rights, and Peter Linck, The 
National Alliance for Animals 
Educational Fund's executive direc- 
tor who is also nationally known 
for his animal rights' work, said 
I^kes. 

This year's symposium will be 
held on April 20 at the Omni Hotel 
in Norfolk, and Dykes said she is 
still working on die program. 

Other upcoming AAV events in- 
clude a vegan (animal product-free) 
dinner, which Dykes said will be 
held in early October, in Norfolk, 
probably on die 13di and a walk for 
fur-bearing animals, to be held on 
Saturday, Oct 6. Anyone interested 
in finding out more about either of 
these events (x about AAV can call 
Dykes at 464-5284. 

Indian Lakes resident Robma 
Bays, an AAV and a PETA mem- 
ber, said she urges diose interested 
in animal rights to become affili- 
ated with an animal rights group, 
such as AAV. because "people can 
accomplish more in groups because 
there is more of a focus." 

Bays, who said she has always 
been conconed about animal rights 
heard about AAV more dian two 
years ago on die radio. "They woe 
talking about the animal rights, 
symposium." she said, "and they 
mentioned diat Cleveland Amory, 
an animal rights activist who is my 
hero, would speak. I Uiought it was 
quite remarkable that Uiey were 
talking about animal rights on the 
radio" 

Bays said she called Dykes afto- 
hearing die radio message, and diat 
she is really glad she did become 
involved in AAV. 

"Being on your own, it's hard to 
try and get die word out." she said. 

Bays said she ht^. diough, diat 
peq>le don't diink animal ri^ts has 
"just a one-dimensional focus.

Mason, too. said, "You can never 
extend compassion to too many 
bein^ ...

Dykes said that animal rights

"You see fewer fur coats diese 
days," she said, "And people are 
fortunately becoming waiy oi eat- 
ing veal. People are bating to take 
st^ in die right directioii." 

Ma(fewell said diat what she per- 
ceives to be one of the biggest an- 
imal cruelty problems locally "is 
die large number of residents who 
don't bodio- to spay and neata dieir 
dogs and cats. I feel Vke it's a sin 
not to do diis." 

Ilie Tidewater Humuie Society 
will ^y as neuter pets for a vay 
low a^t, she said. "I don't unda- 
stand why nrare people don't take 
advantage of diis . . . There are too 
many cats and <k)gs ip shelters, and 
80 percent of diem are put to deadi. 
Putting animals in belters is Uke 
putting them on death row, only 
diey'rc not guilty of any crime." 

Bays said she, too, is conconed 
with the overpopulated shelter 
problem. "And anodier of my con- 
cerns" she said, "diat diere are a lot 
of fiee-roaming uiimals in Virginia 
Beach. Dogs and cats are required to 
be on leashes by law, yet you see 
diem roaming around all die time. 

Madewell said she faults diis to 
die public's lack of education. 

Masdn said "most people are not 
raised in a way in which they are 
made aware of animal rights . . . 
children are raised on fast food. 
Their parents take diem to die zoo 
and die circus . . . They go to bar- 
becues . . . it's pot diat people are 
intenticHially mean to animals . . . 
diey are just tonight up to diink of 
diem as diings peqile use at dieir 
own discreti<Hi, for their own pur- 
poses." 

FEJA, which is funded mainly 
by members' contributions, works 
throi^ public education, research 
and investigations, legislation, di- 
rect action and grassroots wganiz- 
ing.

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Tips For Installing Ceramic Tile Over Dry Wall Board 

Ceramic lilc. when Appiksi c«rrecUy, will prevent water from penetrating into the wall behind it. It also provides for an attractive waU th^ should 
provide years of maintenance free service. Like any other type of wall covering, it must be cleaned on a routine basis to keep it loddng at its best 
llie installaticm of ceramic tile on a wall board material is very simple, provided a few simple dircctioas are foUowed. 



Ceramic tile, when applied 
correctly, will prevent water 
from penetrating into the wall 
behind it. It also provides for 
an attractive wall that should 
provide years of maintenance 
free service. Like any other 
type of wail covering, it must 
be cleaned on a routine basis 
to keep it locking at its best 
The installation of ceramic tile 
on a wall board material is 
very simple, provided a few 
simple directions are followed. 

1. Make sure the wall sur- 
face is dry, clean and smooth. 

2. It is best to use a water- 
proof wall board, however, 
regular wall boar can be used 
satisfactorily. 

3. Apply ceramic tile adhe- 
sive to the wall using a 
notched trowel, according to 
the directions on the adhesive 
container. Figure 1. 

4. Place the ceramic tile 
blocks against the adhesive 
and shove against the block to 



set in place. 

5. Care should be observed 
to make sure tiles are placed in 
straight rows. Figure 2. 

6. Once the tile blocks have 
been placed in the desired pat- 
tern, let dry before applying 
grout. 

7. Mix grout powder with 
water according to directions. 
The grout consistency should 
be that of a heavy cream. 

8. Apply the grout using a 
squeegee, sponge or hand. 
Make sure all joints are com- 
pletely covered. Grout on tile 
surfaces will come off easily 
so do not worry about getting 
grout on tile. Figure 3. 

9. After grout dries, wipe 
off excess with a damp cloth or 
sponge. Figure 4. 

10. For the flnishing touch, 
wipe off tile with a dry cloth 
or towel. 

CAUTION: DO NOT POUR 
UNUSED GROUT DOWN THE 
DRAIN!

Blinds Offer Insulation 
Summer And Winter 



Windows are the second largest 
cause of heat loss in the home. 
The avoage home has 12 win- 
dows and these windows can 
contribute significantly to heat 
loss or gain. This dir«:t rela- 
tionship is reflected on your 
utility bill each month. Glass is 
an excellent heat conductor, 
while being a poor insulator. 
Therefore, the key to year 'round 
energy efficient window decor is 
balancing personal decorating 
requirements with sun, view and 
the palitems of nature. 

When selecting Venetian 
blinds and window treatments, 
several factors should be consid- 
ered: solar reflectivity, closure, 
insulation qualities, how the 
blind will fit the window and air 
circulation within the room. 

A variety of tests done on 
Venetian blinds over the past few 
years by independent testing 
laboratories, for major window 
treatment manufacturers, show 
that blinds tend to cut between 
20 percent and 70 percent of ra- 
diated heat gain. A light metal- 
lic color reflective surface used 
on the window has also been 
shown to be advantageous to so- 
lar reflectivity. Ordinary micro 
and miniblinds, when closed, 
will help reduce energy loss in 
winter and unnecessary heat gain 
through glass in summer. They 
also provide no "light-leak" 
when closed, so therefore offer a 
continuous insulating barrier 
year-round. 

Installation which allows the 



least amount of space between 
the blind and the window is best. 
The blinds should fit snugly 
within the window frame to con- 
tribute to its efficiency. When 
used with draperies, valances, 
lambrequins and other decorative 
fabric top trcaunents, energy ef- 
ficiency is increased. 

Although the sun's light and 
heat should be obstructed on 
some windows, it is a good 
practice to leave some operable 
windows unobstructed to vent 
any excess heat and U) collect 
cooling breezes. For example, 
the afternoon sun is pouring in 
through the western exposure, 
and there are also windows on 
the northern or southern expo- 
sures in a room. Blinds on the 
westeni exposure should be shut 
tightly in the summer to prevent 
heat gain. Blinds on the other 
exposures should be opened for 
cooling ventilation. In winter, 
the opposite would be true. 
Blinds on the western exposure 
should be opened to admit the 
sun's heat, while blinds on the 
shaded exposures should be 
tightly closed to prevent heat 
loss. 

Mini and microblinds are a 
cost effective, functional and 
aesthetically pleasing investment 
for the energy wise homeowner. 
In addition to year-round insulat- 
ing properties, Venetian blinds 
provide view control, bounce 
light to the ceiling and room in- 
terior, and coordinate with any 
decor.

Steps To Making Simple Electrical Repairs In The Home 



Many people put off simple 
electrical repairs because of tte 
cost of having them done and/or 
the fear of "doing-it-them- 
selves." As a result, mfiny of 
the fires in homes today are 
attributed to faulty electrical 
wiring. Electrical fires are 
usually caused by a simple 
wiring problem which should 
have been repaired. 



Tools You 
Will Need 

You will need a few basic 
tools: 

• small screwdriver 

• small pliers (preferably 
needle nose) 

• knife (utility, paring or 
pocket) 

• wire stripper (optional) 

• circuit tester 

First, a few words of caution: 



electricity should be handled 
wiUi respect. Given Uie proper 
conditions, contact with the 
normal 110-colt house current 
can cause serious injury - even 
death. The experienced electri- 
cian can work with "hot" wires; 
however, you should never at- 
tempt to make any repair until 
you are certain that the wires you 
are wwking with are iwt carrying 
Always take the following 
safety precautions: 



1. Before wwking on any ap- 
pliance or cord, be sure it is un- 
plugged. 

2. Before working on a wall 
switch or out let, be sure the fuse 
or circuit breaker controlling 
that line is removed or in the 
"ofT position. 

3. Verify that the lines at the 
switch or outlet carry no current 
before disconnecting any of the 
wires. A simple circuit tester 
can be used. Outlets can also be 



Fallls The Ideal Time For Caring For The Lawn 



For most of us, this time of 
year brings a welcome end to te- 
dious lawn chores, but don't 
throw in that garden how quite 
yet, says a Virginia Cooperative 
Extension turf specialist. 

Fall is the ideal time for many 
lawn chores most folks think are 
best done in the spring, said an 
Extension turf grass specialist. 

"Lawn fertilization is some- 
thing most people think they 
ought to do in the spring, but 
that's really not the proper 
time," said Jack Hall, Extension 
turf grass specialist at Virginia 
Tech. 

During the spring and summer, 
when sunlight is abundant, grass 
spends most of its energy gener- 
ating leaf tissue. Hall said. That 
means any fertilizer you give it 
only helps to grow leaf tissue - 
it doesn't get used to develop the 
vital root system. 

In the late fall, however, grass 
doesn't have the sunlight to 
grow leaf tissue, so it pours its 
energy into the roots. 

"When we get serious about 
trying to maximize root devel- 
opment, we fertilize in the fall, 
between September and Decem- 
ber," Hall said. "Fertilizing, es- 
pecially in November and De- 
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cember, provides nitrogen to the 
plant when it can't effectively 
use it to grow leaf tissue. In- 
stead, it uses it to grow roots." 

A well-developed root system 
is important in grass because it 
helps your lawn stay green and 
healthy during dry weather, 
which is very' c^btnmon in Vir- 
ginia, Hall said. 

"Most summers, in June, July 
and August, we get into a deficit 
moisture situation, so root sys- 
tems are more important than 
they might be in other parts of 
the country," he said. 

You can find out how much 
fertilizer - which generally con- 
tains nitrogen, potassium and 
phosphorus - to apply to your 
lawn by having a soil test done. 
Your local Extension agent can 
provide the details on soil test- 
ing in Virginia, Hall said. 

Some lawns also may need 
lime, depending on the results of 
such a test. 

Fall is also the right time to 
reseed your lawn if it needs it. 
Hall said. 

"You get better moisture pat- 
terns in the fall than in spring," 
he said, "and you don't have such 
a crabgrass problem. It also fits 
in well with your fertilization 
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scheme - you can stimulate the 
new grass while you're strength- 
ening the root system of exist- 
ing grass," 

Hall recommends reseeding 
anytime between August IS and 
October 1 with a grass that 
matches the one in your lawn. 
The most common types in Vir- 
ginia are tall fescue, bluegrass 
and bermudagrass, depending on 
the region. 

Again, your local Extension 
agent can help you determine 
what kind of grass you have, and 



which varieties would be best for 
reseeding. 

Finally, don't be too hasty in 
putting away your lawn mower. 
Hall said. You don't want to go 
into the winter with grass any 
higher than three inches. 

"Long grass creates a canopy 
for disease," he said. "It pre- 
vents air movement and traps 
moisture near the g,round, 
providing what we call an inocu- 
lation chamber for winter turf 
disease."

Making Repairs 
To Plugs 

Tte following electrical repairs 
are {x-esented in a stepwise pro- 
cedure. If you follow the steps 
in order, you should have no dif- 
ficulty doing the repairs. Also, 
directions attached to replace- 
ment parts will be helpful. 

Quick Connecting 
Plugs 

Materials n^ed: New UL ap- 
proved quick connecting plug. 

This type of plug can only be 
used with a small gauge, double- 
strand rubber or plastic-coated 
flat wire (commonly called 
lampcord). 

Unplug Cord From Outlet. 

1. Cut wire square across. 

2. Press the two prongs to- 
gether and remove from shell. 

3. Thread wire through shell 
and into core assembly. 

4. Press the prongs together 
and push back into the shell. 
Plug in and test your lamp cord. 
Plat-wire plugs are easiest to re- 
place because no wire stripping 
is involved. 

Standard or Round 
Wire Plug 

Materials needed: New UL ap- 
proved attachment plug large 
enough to accommodate the un- 
derwriter's knot. 

Before replacing plug, detach 
cord from outlet. 

1. Cut cord about one inch 
beyond the damaged part. 

2. Remove the insulating disk 
of the standard plug and insert 
the wire through the plug. Sepa- 



rate about two inches of the 
wires. 

3. Tie an undo^riter's knot. 
Trim each wire to about H 
inches and remove one-half inch 
of insulation from each one (be 
careful not to cut any of the 
small wires). Twist the small 
wires of each strand together, 
clockwise. 

4. Pull knot firmly into the 
plug, loosen both screws, but 
don't remove them. 

5. Take one strand arcrand 
each prong and hook (wrap) 
clockwise around the screw. Be 
careful that none of the wires 
touch either the other prong or 
bare strand. Tighten screws. 
Insulation should come to the 
screw, but not under it 

6. Replace insulation cover 
over prongs. Plug in and test 
your cwd. 

Appliance Plug 

Materials needed: New UL ap- 
proved plug. Unplug cord from 
outlet and appliance. 

1. Cut off plug and frayed or 
charred cord plus one inch. 

2. Separate the halves of the 
new plug by removing bolts or 
cord clips. 

3. Slide cord |m)tector onto 
cord. Split cord so e»:h strand 
will reach beyond the screws in 
the terminal clip. Strip 2 one- 
half inch insulation and make 
small clock-wise loop (use nee- 
dle nose pliers). 

4. Attach bare wire under ter- 
minal screws and tighten screws. 

5. Place terminal clips in 
plug. Replace cord protector. 
Put other half of plug into posi- 
tion and tighten bolts or replace 
clips. Plug in and test appliance 
to see if it works.

Proposal 
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I am sure both Mr. Pickett and Mr. Bateman know that prior to the 
passage of Virginia's strong Equitable Distribution Statute, Virginia was 
known as the "dumping ground for old military wives." Military members 
planning a divorce would bring their wives to the Old Dominion, divorce 
them, and be absolutely certain that their wives would be denied a part of 
the commonly earned pension. Or, military members would bring their 
wives to Virginia, they would move to anoiho' "cogenial" state, refuse to 
let their wives accompany them, file for divorce charging desertion, and 
walk away with all assets of the marriage, most particularly the military 
pension. 

The Committee (or Justice and Equality has been fighting for ten years 
to get a Bill thnxigh Congress that wcMild give these old, pocM*. often sick 
women just die right to their day in court Now, far from passing such an 
equitable and fair Bill, at the behest of members such as Mr. Pickett and 
Mr. Bateman, the House of Representatives is telling these women Uiat 
not only will they not get their day in court in Virginia, but the Bill will 
see to it that military wives are denied the most elementary due process in 
every state in the country. To compound the travesty, the few fortunate 
women who have been back into state courts and have been granted justice 
in their partition suits and have been awarded a share of the pensicm they 
helped to earn, would have their share taken away once the law is enacted 
since that statute would "^ply to judgments issued befwe, on, or after the 
date of enactment of this Act." The end result of this is that those few 
military wives wIk) have been receiving their monthly pension checks 

would have them stO|q>ed; the portions that have been lawfully awarded 
through due process in state domestic relations courts would arbitrarily be 
taken from them and revot back to thdr military husbands. No wonder the 
ARA thanks Mr. Batenian! 

This is the kind of "justice" for military wives that both Mr. Pkkett and 
Mr. Bateman support It is understand^le that they wanted a vote on this 
Bill to be done in secret conference. 

Mr. Pickett and Mr. Bateman have a right to "v(Me their conscience." 
However, I do not believe that many Virginians will agree with Mr. 
Pickett and Mr. Bateman that it is "conscionable" to deny older military 
wives the right to their day in court, or to take away pensions already 
awarded. 

Virginia citizens also have a right to know how their representatives 
vote on such grave ethical issues that affect the quality of life <^ thousands 
of military wives who served our country for «) many years. If Virginia 
voters do not agree with Mr. Pickett's and Mr. Bateman's deflnition of 
justice tor military wives, they also have a right - tte right to vcxe them 
right out of offux.

In 
1992. council members from 
Blackwater, Princess Anne and 
Virginia Beach Boroughs would 
be elected for two-year terms un- 
der the old election system and 
an at-large council member and 
the mayOT would be elected to 
four-year terms. 

In 1994, the new election dis- 
tricts would be established and 
seven district council members 
would be elected to four-year 
terms and two council members 
would be elected at-large to two- 
year terms. 

In 1996. the mayor and three 
at-large council members would 
be elected to four-year terms. 

Clait said that the seven bor- 
oughs should have equal popula- 
tion and should be elected by the 
borough residents alone so that 
government will be closer to the 
people.

Eyes are turned toward the 
Middle East, and war and peace 
are on everyone's minds. Today, 
almost every major publication 
carries quotes from military 
strategists, politicians and schol- 
ars about the Middle East war 
threat, or about the nature of war 
and military maneuvers in gen- 
eral. 

And what experts arc talking 
about is strategy - complicated, 
intellectualized strategy. They 
delve into nations' motivations 
and speculate about leaders' per- 
sonal agendas. They ponder, phi- 
losophize, hypothesize. And, it's 
usuidly just different people say- 
ing the same things. 

And sometimes, the basic facts 
get lost behind a smokescreen of 
suppositions. 



But not so for some children, 
those who have the uncanny 
ability to remain close to the 
truth, no matter how complex a 
situation. Oftentimes a child's 
comments can be the most re- 
vealing, particularly about sub- 
jects like war and peace, motiva- 
tion and strategy. 

And so, in this time of politi- 
cal uncertainty. The Virginia 
Beach Sun turned to sixth graders 
to provide their special insights 
into war and the current Middle 
East crisis.

Stray Dogs, Cats 
Stir Residents' Ire 

14,681 Loose Dogs, Cats In City; Pet Owners Call 
For Tighter Laws

They're the dogs and cats that 
you see scampering through your 
backyard; the ones that always leave 
a little present behind. 

They're also the dogs and cats 
that you see dead along the side of 
the road because their owners were 
too lazy or uncaring to put ihcm on 
a leash and take them for a walk. 

And, the free-roaming animals 
are causing community concern - 
concerns which some local residents 
think need to be better addressed. 

From July 1989 to July 1990, 
the Virginia Beach Animal Control 
Bureau picked up 14,681 stray dogs 
and cats; 8,000 of them were dogs. 

"We get plenty of calls on dogs 
running loose. A lot of people 
don't believe in tying the dog up. A 
lot of people don't like their dogs 
messing in their yards, so they let 
them do it in someone else's," said 
Animal Control superintendent, 
Bill Clark. 

Clark said the bureau received 
32,000 complaint calls last year; 
one-third of them were for su^ay 
dogs. When Animal Control re- 
ceives a complaint, it picks up the 
dog and impounds it. If the dog is 
wearing ownership lags, which is 
very rare, Clark said, the bureau 
will ailcmpi to contact the owner 
within 48 hours. The owner then 
has five days to retrieve his pet and 



pay an impoundment fee. If the dog 
is not picked up, it will most likely 
be euthiuiized. 

"People just don't care." said 
Clark. He added that pet owners can 
go to court for letting their dog run 
loose. If the same dog is picked up 
more than once in a year, the owner 
can be written up on a "nuisance" 
charge. 

The City of Virginia Beach en- 
forces the following written leash 
law for dogs: 

* It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any dog to permit the dog 
to go upon any public street, side- 
walk or right-of-way, excluding the 
public beaches of the city, unless it 
is kept secured by a leash or lead or 
other means of restraint not harmful 
or injurious to the dog and under 
the control of a responsible person 
capable of physically restraining the 
dog. 

* Any person who does not re- 
strain his dog, in accordance with 
this section, whether such a person 
be the owner or custodian of such 
dog, shall be guilty of a Class 4 
misdemeanor. The animal control 
officer or police officer may issue a 
summons to any person he finds in 
violation of this section. 

* This section shall not apply to 
any person who uses a dog under 
his direct supervision while law- 
fully hunting, while engaged in a 
supervised formal obedience train- 
ing class or show, or during for-

Roberta Bays, an Indian Lakes 
resident, said she has seen too many 
animals running loose in her 
neighborhood. She said that stricter 
enforcement of the leash law, stiffer 
fines for example, would help alle- 
viate the problem. 



"It just breaks my heart. It is a 
problem. It's very sad," said Bays, 
who is a PETA (People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals) and 
AAV (The Alliance for Animals in 
Virginia) member. 

Bays is so concerned about free- 
roaming animals that she often 
picks up the animals herself and 
delivers them to Animal Control. 
Once, she said, she was leaving a 
Farm Fresh supermarket when she 
saw an obviously abandoned dog. 
Upon inspecting the dog, she real- 
ized it hadn't been fed in a very long 
time. 

She wasn't that angry, she said, 
until a man drove up and said, 
"People drop dogs off here all the 
time." 

"I do pick up dogs and cats if I 
can and I take them to Animal 
Control. It's ridiculous how people 
drop off their animals," she said. 
"Even if I see a bird on the side of 
the road . . . There's a lot of ani- 
mals out there."

Council Discusses School Stadiums, Crowding

Two-school stadiums, year- 
round schools and crowded 
schools were among the issues 
discussed during a city council 
work session Tuesday on the 
proposed five-year Capital Im- 
provement Program. 

G.N. Stillman, school board 
chairman, told council that pupil 
enrollment was 800 over projec- 
tions. He said that the higher 
enrollment may be the effect of 
the economy, which has forced 
parents to transfer students from 
private to public schools. What 
gives credence to this theory is 
that even some of the older 
schools arc experiencing a 
highcr-than-cxpectcd enrollment. 

High on the school board's 
list of priorities is a football 
stadium for the proposed Tall- 
wood High School in 
Kempsville. Stillman said that 
the board is trying to keep all 
options open. 



"We will delay construction as 
long as possible to give the city 
options," he said,, adding that 
the city can expect calls from 
citizens concerned about the sta- 
dium. The school board has been 
having a problem finding a suit- 
able site for the stadium. 

"There's no question," said 
Stillman, "that they have to have 
a place to play football ... We 
are looking to council for guide- 
lines ... We are committed to 
providing a stadium somewhere." 

On a proposition to combine 
stadium use for two high 
schools, Councilwoman Rcba 
McClanan said that "the public 
is far more upset over gymnasi- 
ums (and stadiums) than they are 
about academic problems." She 
said that with other high schools 
coming on line and with some 
high schools located close to- 
gether, double-use stadiums make 
sense. She »ldcd, however, that 
if the city has to spend more 
money transporting students, no 
savings may be realized. 



Stillman said that the city is 
caught between the need to pro- 
vide equity on one had and econ- 
omics on the other. 

Schools usually have one game 
at home and the other away. 
Councilman John A. Baum 
pointed out. In this case, only 
one stadium would be needed for 
two schools. 

Stillman said that parents in- 
sist on getting what other 
schools are getting. 

McClanan brought up the 
f problem in the General Booth 
corridor where schools, espe- 
cially the elementary schools, 
are over capacity as soon as they 
open. 

Thomas Arnold, chief planner 
for construction, said that some 
relief will be experienced when 
the fifth grades come out of the 
elementary schools and are 
placed in tlw middle %hools, 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
Jr., asked whether "year-round 
schools hi^ b^n consi(tered . . . 



Maybe we need to look at educa- 
tional philosophy." 

Stillman said that having year- 
round schools costs more 
money, "significant money." 
"(The system) would add a lot of 
money to the bottom line, but it 
is an interesting questiwi." 

McClanan said that the city 
had a year-round program and 
that it worked better than a lot 
of people want to admit. She 
said it has worked around the 
country where people want it to 
work. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know the impact on 
the high schools when an extra 
grade was added at that level. 

Stillman said that 1992, when 
many of Uic changes will occur, 
will be "a very difficult ycai for 
all of us. Disruptions will leave 
no ncighbortjood untow;h«i." 

Parker questioned the gym

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City Provides Enlightening Workshop 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, 300-member, non-par- 
tisan organization that monitors city 
government. 

The Chesapeake Bay Preservation 
Act requires establishing buffer 
zones along all waterways emptying 
into the Bay, to filter out pollutants 
from water runoff. These buffer 
zones will impact, to a greater or 
lesser extent, on bordering properties 
depending upon the degree of im- 
plementation and interpretation of 
the act as adopted by the city. What- 
ever is adopted will be subject to 
approval by the state's Chesapeake 
Bay Local Assistance Department 

The inclusion in the act of other 
areas not draining into Chesapeake 
Bay is opUonal for the city. Most environmentalists, and their numbers a^ 
growing every day, wish to protect Back Bay, the rivers flowing into it and 
ultimately the Albermarle Sound. They foresee these areas becoming as 
seriously polluted as the Lynnhaven and the Chesapeake Bay itself, if action is 
not taken to protect them now. 

City Council, at its first meeting on the act, did not feel it should take any 
action unul it knew more about it; a wise move. The first workshop, as these 
iMmmg sessions are called, was held on Tuesday. Oct 2 starting at 8-30 a m 
The first part of the workshop was a briefing by Henry Clayton Bemick ilL 
director of the city's environmental office. 

Covering most of one wall of the conference room, a large map showed the 
northern half on the city that drains into the Chesapeake Bay, refeired to as the 
Chesapeake Bay watershed area. Colored in blue, red and orange, it vividly 
showed all of the nvers, canals and other waterways that run through the city 
and the protecuve zones along their banks that would be required by the act M 
was to be expected, the Lynnhaven and LitUe Creek drainage areas represented 
a major portion of the affected parts of the city, but it also included parts of 
Kempsville. which also drain into the Bay via the Eastern Branch of the 
Elizabeth River. We forget sometimes that in the early days ships came aU the 
way up the nver to unload at Kemps Landing. 

The narrow colored band of protected shoreline closely followed all the 
waterways On some of the narrow peninsulas jutting into the Lynnhaven 
Vfi:,, °" ^^ ^^^^ ""^^8^' covering the enUre peninsula. 

Oddly enough, the Norfolk water reservoirs in this area and some of the 
borrow pit Mes that ultimately drain into the Bay were not included. It was 
explained that these lakes were retained by dams, and, therefore, they became 
sedimenjauon basu« that do not contrib ute pollu tion to the Baj^; a significant 

Included in Bemick's presentation was a detailed explanaUon, with dia- 
grams, of what constitutes the Resources ProtecUon Area (RPA) zone and the 
Resources Management Area (RMA) zone behind it Also covered was the 
Intensely Developed Areas (IDA), which are excluded if served by sewers 
Norfolk s downtown waterfi-ont areas are examples of IDAs. This was fol- 
lowed by a slide presentation by Louis Cullipher, the city's director of ■ 
agriculture, which emphasized the differences between upland farming where 
drainage flows off downhill through natural waterways, and farming in 
Virginia Beach where the land must be drained with ditches 

The second portion of die workshop was a four-hour tourthrough the citv 
where examples of die effect of die act could be clearly demonstrated 
Transportauon was provided by one of die trolleys and used to carry visitors at 
the Oceanfront, and due to its Umited size many interested people had to follow 
in other vehicles.

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A Life-Saving Museum Visit 



Virginia Beach, as it strives to keep abreast of the latest developments in 
the tourist industry, still retains some of the flavor of its earlier years - like 
back in the early 1990s when guest cottages dotted the Boardwalk and gen- 
tlemen strollers in summer suits escorted the ladies in long skirts and wide- 
brimmed hats on their early evening walk. One reminder of those early 
years in Virginia Beach is the Life-Saving Museum of Virginia. 

The Life-Saving Museum of Virginia is located in the old Coast Guard 
station, on the boardwalk at 24th Street and Atlantic Avenue. The station, 
which houses the museum, was built in 1903 by the U.S. Life-Saving 
Service which had its first rescue station on this site in 1878. The "town" 
of Virginia Beach grew up around a cluster of government life-saving 
structures and the modest homes built by the surfmen for their families, 
who were among our earliest residents. 

The City of Virginia Beach and concerned [reservationists saved the sta-

tion by relocating it a few hundred feet to the aid of 24th Street. The mu- 
seum is owned by the city and operated by the nonprofit Virginia Beach 
Maritime Museum.

The elementary instructional curriculum is not the only area under close 
examination this fall. TTie elementary guidance program, implemented in 
every school last year, may now be reevaluated. A vocal group of con- 
cerned, yet misinformed parents have spoken at Khool board meetings, 
calling for a return to the days when counselors advised students on their 
schedules and caxoa choices. These parents have specifically stated concern 
ovCT programs offered to meet the needs of children who may be in at-risk 
situations. 

The DUSO (Developing an Understanding of Self and Others) and Pum- 
sey programs are currently under attack. The parent group fears that when 
guidance counselors use such techniques the child becomes more sugges- 
tive and is less able to attend to reality. They further state that such pro- 
grams disruot the child's involvement in family and religious activities. 



Parent groups who are part of a larger 
organization, whose intent is to impose its re- 
ligiotts belief and private agenda on public 
education, need to be recognized as a threat to 
the integrity of our worthwhile and very nec- 
essary programs.

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More Communication Would Improve Legislative Program 



Would the city have belter suc- 
cess with its legislative program if 
it had better rapport with the city's 
legislative delegation to the general 
assembly? 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
thinks that more communication 
between the City Council had the 
legislative delegation would help. 
He said at a work session Tuesday 
that the city council should ask the 
state legislators which of the 
changes the city would like the 
General Assembly to approve 
would have the best chances of in 
the state body. 

Other council members agreed 
with Lanteigne that it was worth a 
try - that council and the local dele- 
gation to the general assembly 
should talk about things more. 
They were agreed that some change 
was indicated because what they 
were doing now wasn't working. 
Unlike other communities in the 
state, Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum said, the city did not have 
the cooperation of the legislators. 
"We were disjointed . . . Wc didn't 
have convCTsaiions with our repre- 
sentatives." 

Council members agreed that 
more discussion between the two 
groups should be scheduled. 

Councilman Harold Heischobcr 
said that whether the general as- 
sembly delivers to the city the 
things "we really need and ask for" 
depends on the chcmisuy the local 
rcprcsenlatives bring t© the general 
assembly. "It hasn't worked in the 
past." he said. "They sit there, lis- 
ten and don't make any statements." 
he said of the city's past meetings 
with the delegations on the legisla- 
tive package. "They know what our 
problems are. Tlicy have commit- 
iccs working all year." 

The 1992 assembly will have Uw 
acWed problems of rcapporiionmcht 



and a tight budget. "We ought to go 
to meetings with them," 
Heischober said. 'They need to tell 
us what the potentials are. We 
should tell them not what their 
legislative weaknesses are but what 
mu concerns arc." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
pointed out that most of what the 
council presents as its legislative 
proposals are not what the council 
members have asked for but what 
the staff has asked for. She said that 
other local governing bodies have 
meetings with their legislative del- 
egations . . . and meet again closer 
to the session. She said the city 
will have more input that way. 

"(Lanteigne's) idea is worth 
looking into." said Councilman 
Louis R. Jones. "We're throwing 
things at them and they're reacting. 
They're going to have some things 
they want our su{^rt on and we're 
going U) have some things we want 
their support on." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that some progress already has been 
made in presenting a united front 
among the communities in the area. 
She said that 18 localities have 
been getting together U) determine 
what causes they can supp<xt in 
common. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
added that wtrcn council does meet 
with the state legislators, they do 
not have an q)cn dialogue. 

McClanan suggested, however, 
that the fact that they (kxi't all agree 
and Uk council members don't all 
agree is a sign that the city is in the 
state of development. She said that 
talk would be helpful. "The benefit 
is creating a comfortable environ- 
ment vid pe<^le may find they 
apee cm sxs» points." 



Obemdorf said that the legislators 
may be looking for help from 
Council on issues such as creating 



a regional transportation authority. 
The bigger issue is. said Mc- 
Clanan, is whether the state is 



willing to provide revenue resources 
to support the issues. "I don't think 
we should give up control over 



elected officials," she said, but "this 
is the type of issue we should dis- 
cuss." 



City Spends $164,000 To Study ReglonalJail 



Virginia Beach City Council will 
lake another look at the regional 
jail concept at next Tuesday's 
meeting. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne, 
on Tuesday at a work session, 
wanted to know whether the city's 
obligation toward the project would 
change as a result of the withdrawal 
of three of the localities in the 
original proposal. 

The city has committed 
$164,000 toward a study of the 
project by consultants. Arthur 
Collins, director of Uie Southeast- 
ern Virginia Planning District 
Commission (SVPDC), is negoti- 
ating with a consultant at present, 
and City Manager Aubrey V. Walts 
Jr. said that if the city wants to 
withdraw its support he would need 
to know by Oct. 26. 

Collins said later that Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake remain as interested 
parties. Suffolk, Franklin and Isle 
of Wight County pulled out be- 
cause of the long distance they 
might have to travel to a regional 
facility. These communities are 
well along the way to building their 
own regional facility, he said. 
Collins said that some of the 
Peninsula communities had once 
shown interest, but decided not to 
be involved in the f%:ility. 

Soulhside was all set to go ahead 
with the project, Collins said, but 
was delayed by the possibility of 
changes in the General Assembly. 
After the 1990 session. SVPDC 
r^umed itoinii^. 



Communities are being assessed 
part of the cost of Uie study on the 
basis of population. Watts said Uiat 
he was assured by Collins that the 
Beach's share will not change, even 
if localities drop out; but, he said, 
there is no question that if Virginia 
Beach pulled out the regional jail 
will be a dead issue. 

The participating cities will have 
to come up with the money fqr die 
study only if die facility is not 
built. If the project is consu-ucted 
the cost of the consultant will be 
included in the overall cost of the 
project 

Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
said that to single Virginia Beach 
out to carry Uie load doesn't make 
much sense. 

Watts said Uiat some questions 
about the jail still remain unan- 
swered. In connection with local 
jail facilities. Watts said, the State 
keeps saying die city keep (the 
Slate's prisoners) longer. 

To sweeten die regional jail con- 
cept, Uie state has agreed to pay up 
10 50 percent of Uie construction 
cost whereas it now pays no mwe 
Uian $1.2 million toward the cost 
of a local facility. Collins said Uiat 
stale funding for regional facilities 
has been at 50 percent. 

He said Uiat a facility such as die 
one being cwisidercd for Uic SouUi- 
castcm region would cost between 
S75 and $80 million. Since Uie re-

Although he just recently 
completed his first full week as 
Kellam High School's new var- 
sity basketball coach, Mark 
Atherton already has high hopes 
for his team. 

Atherton comes to Kellam 
with an impressive coaching re- 
sume. 

A Kentucky native, Atherton 
attended the University of Ken- 
tucky after high school gradua- 
tion in 1976. He dropped out af- 
ter a year to work odd jobs, and 
when he returned to college, 
Atherton knew what he wanted to 
do with his life. A high school 
basketball player himself, he has 
now realized his dream of coach- 
ing his own high school team. 

Atherton immdeiately became 
involved with the university's 
basketball team, acting as a stu- 
dent assistant to the coach. 

"I had about five pages of 
statistics I had to keep in prac- 
tice," he said. "Those two years 
were real good experience for 
me. 

After two years, the univer- 
sity's coach sent Atherton to a 
nearby private school to gain 
even more coaching experience. 
There he acted as the junior high, 
junior varsity and assistant var- 
sity coach for grades seven 
through 11. His record, after two 
years, was 52-12. 

During the 1983-84 basketball 
season, the University of Ken- 
lucky coach asked Atherton to 
rejoin the college staff. That year, 
the college had the chance to win 
the national championship. In the 
end, die teani lost to Georgetown 
University. 

"Being involved in all that was 
really good experience for a 
young coach," he said. 

Throughout his years of 
coaching, Atherton was enrolled 
in college part-lime. He graduated 
in 1985 with a degree in physical 
education. 

Alhcrlon's next job was at 
Kentucky's Independence Junior 
College, where he stayed for one 
year. The college offered a full 
athletic and full scholarship pro- 
grams, he said. At Independence, 



Atherton worked with excellent 
ball players who, he said, for one 
reason or another, couldn't get 
accepted to the larger universities. 

"I was able to work first-hand 
with a division one caliber team 
again," he said "That was a good 
learning experience also." 

Atherton, who has been aUi- 
letic all his life, he said, once had 




a dream of playing college bas- 
ketball. When he attempted to 
play for the University of Ken- 
tucky, Atherton realized that his 
future was in coaching, instead. 

"If I had kept that pipe dream 
that I wanted to be a college 
player, I never would have be- 
come a coach," he said. 

In 1985, Atherton joined the 
Indiana State University basket- 
ball staff as an assistant coach. 
Although the school did not have 
a successful record that year, he 
stayed on for four seasons. 

"We were not successful at 
Indiana State. We were not able 
to turn the system around there. 
You're constantly learning in a 
losing situation," said Atherton. 

In March of 1989, Atherton 
decided to return to school to 
pursue his master's degree and his 
math teaching certificate. He at- 
tended classes at Indiana State, 
while at the same time working 
as an assistant in the athletic 
study center. He was in charge of 
the athletes' academic needs and 
taught study skills. 

It wasn't until this past 
September that Atherton heard 
about the job opening at Kellam. 
A coach had originally been hired 
in July, but later changed his 
plans to coach a college team. 
After a series of interviews, 
Atherton was hired for the posi- 
tion. 

"When my wife and I came out 
here, I was more interested and 
made a lot of phone calls to bas- 
ketball people in this area. I heard

good, positive things about it," 
he said. 

Kellam varsity basketball 
practice begins Nov. 12. Because 
the school hasn't been on a win- 
ning streak, Atherton hopes to 
* bring the team's winning level 
back up. He's akeady met some 
of his prospective players, and he 
said they were very receptive to 
him and share an interest in 
putting the team on the road to 
success. 

"I hope to be able to play a 
positive role in their lives. It's 
the type of job that makes yoit 
want to get out of bed in the 
morning," he said. 

At Kellam, Atherton will also 
be teaching physical education 
and will be involved in the 
school's at-risk program, where 
he will work towards dropout 
prevention and counsel the stu- 
dents. 

"The teachers and administra- 
tion have bent over backwards to 
show me the ropes and get me 
acquainted. I didn't expect as 
much as I received," he said. "I'd 
like to play some part in turning 
the basketball program around at 



Kellam." 

Atherton. who recently joined 
the Virginia Beach Coaches As- 
sociation, said a close relation- 
ship with his players is a must. 
He still keeps in touch with his 
college team members. 

"If any coach doesn't enjoy a 
relationship with his players, he 
doesn't need to be in the profes- 
sion," he said. "I want to have 
some kind of impact on these 
high school players." 

Atherton currently resides in an 

Oceanfront hotel, but plans to 
buy a home around Christmas. 
His wife is still living in Indiana, 
waiting for their house to be 
sold. Atherton said that starting a 
family is in the near future, as 
well as finishing his master's de- 
gree. 

"At 31 years old, I feel that I 
can have the greatest job 
satisfaction at the high school 
level and effect the most amount 
of kids," Atherton said. "I feel 111

"It Gives The Students Goals" 

Tidewater Music Teachers Forum Holds Recitals, Competitions To Boost Students' Sense Of 
Achievement

Many children, at some point 
in their lives, learn how to play a 
musical instrument. 

But, more times than not, that 
child grows out of his or her pi- 
ano playing stage; there are very 
few who pursue a career in mu- 
sic. 

Although most Tidewater Mu- 
sic Teachers Forum members 
have been teaching music lessons 
for many years, there are a great 
many of Uiem who are still en- 
joying new and innovative musi- 
cal experiences. 

"It's a wonderful learning op- 
portunity for teachers to learn 
new ways of leaching the same 
music and new ways of interpret- 
ing music," said forum president, 
Maxine Earley, a Chesapeake 
resident. 

The Music Teachers Forum, 
which serves music teachers 
throughout Tidewater and South- 
eastern Virginia, was formed in 
1964 by Portsmouth musician, 
the late David Carr Glover. The 
forum is a local chapter of the 
Slate and national Music Teachers 
Association, whose members are 
made up mostly of private piano 
teachers, Earley said*. 

Glover died two years ago, but 
willed a significant amount of 
money - $16,187 - to the organi- 



zation to be used for a musical 
scholarship in his name. The 
scholarship will be available for 
students in grades five through 
eight in 1991. Each interested 
student must audition for the 
scholarship, which can be used 
for private study, summer niusic 
camps, or "anything that will 
enhance their musical education," 
said Earley. 

'The reason Mr. Glover saw a 
need to start it was because of the 
need for a piano teacher to be or- 




ganized and to better help us learn 
to teach," she said. "He was a 
prominent composer of teaching 
materials. He was the one who 
made famous the Mickey Mouse 
March. ^,, 

The 105-mcmber forum also 
offers a Glenn Mayberry scholar- 
ship to graduating high school 
seniors who plan to pursue a 
music major. 

The forum members also hold 
several activities throughout the 
year for their students. This year, 
a new event, a "hymn-playing 
festival." in which students play 



two sacred pieces which are eval- 
uated by a teacher, will be of- 
fered, Earley said. 

Other activities include theory 
tests, sight reading tests and 
skills tests; a "level of progress" 
evaluation; competitions that in- 
clude students who compete to 
perform in honors recitals at Old 
Dominion University; and audi- 
tions where students are selected 
to compete against each other at 
the state convention. 

Three times a year, Earley said, 
student recitals are simultane- 
ously held in Virginia Beach, 
Portsmouth and Suffolk. 

"They have recitals and test- 
ings that they work for. They get 
a sense of accomplishment that 
goes with that," said forum 
member Ruth Dyke, a Tram 
Berkshire resident 

"It gives the students goals to 
work for which is wonderful. It 
also gives them a real good sense 
of achievement," Earley said. 

Both Earley and Dyke con- 
fessed that the hundreds of stu- 
dents, preschool to high school 
aged, who take private piano 
lessons only do so for pleasure. 
Very few pursue it very seriously 
or professionally. 

"No matter how slow or labo- 
rious a student plays, if they have 
the chance to receive a certificate, 
it just boosts their ego," Earley 
said. 



Dyke said that music is an 
important part of anyone's life 
and it also teaches discipline. 

"Without it, there's a whole 
gap in their knowledge. It's like 
never learning how to ride a bike 
or swim. They can sit down with 
a piece of music and understand 
it," said Dyke, who has been 
teaching piano for 20 years. 
"Music is not easy to learn." 

Both Dyke and Earley have 
music degrees and are state certi- 
fied. Earley was a junior high 
school and high school choral di- 
rector, but has been leaching pri- 
vately for the last 27 years. Dyke 
tried her hand at leaching high 
school for one year, but eventu- 
ally went back to private lessons. 

"We feel that if a teacher has a 
teaching certificate, it shows that 
she keeps up with certain things. 
This improves a teacher as a 
teacher," Earley said. 

Earley said that piano teachers 
often hold group lessons, where 
students play for each other. 
Dyke said teachers also share 
ideas with each other and refer 
students back and forth among 
them. 

"I think piano leaching would 
be pretty lonely if you didn't 
know any other piano teachers," 
Dyke said. 

"I've learned a lot," said Earley. 
"It's really a wonderful organiza- 
tion." 



S.S. Corrections Must Be Made Within iO Days 



reople whose Social Security 
numbers and names on their tax re- 
turns do not agree with the in- 
formation on their bank records 
may receive a notice from their 
banks later this year, Social Se- 
curity officials have announced. 
They will have 30 days to correct 
the problem or the bank will with- 
hold 20 percent of the interest pay- 
ments on the account. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) will send banks a listing of 
customers whose Social Security 
numbers and/or names do not agree 
with the numbers or names con- 
tained in IRS files. These lists of 
customers will be taken from in- 
formation provided to IRS by the 
banks reporting interest, dividend 
and other income on Form 1099 for 
Tax Year 1989. 



Banks must mail letters to these 
customers within five days, advis- 
ing them of the number and/or 
name problem, and the customer 
has 30 calendar days to correct the 
problem and advise the bank. 

The letter from the bank will in- 
dicate the ways in which the prob- 
lem can be corrected, depending on 
the customer's particular situation. 
In some cases, the customer will 
need to contact the Social Security 
Administration (SSA). 

If the customer needs to contact 
the SSA to correct the problem, 
here are some helpful hints that 
will speed the process and ensure 
that the problem will be resolved 
during the 30-day timeframe. 

Please remember the following: 

• Carefully read the letter from 
the bank and the notice from the 



IRS. 

• Contact Social Security at the 
toll-free number (1-800-234-5772). 
The best time to call is from 7 a.m. 
to 9 a.m., or from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. 
after the first week of the month. 

• When calling or visiting 
SSA, have the letter from the bank 
and your Social Security card. 

• If resolving the problem re- 
quires you to apply for a re- 
placement Social Security card be- 



cause of a name change due to mar- 
riage, divorce, adoption, etc., be 
sure to bring a document bearing 
the old and new names, such as a 
marriage license or divorce decree. 

• Contact the bank to let them 
know the results of the contact with 
SSA.

Now Is The Time To Prepare Water Gardens For Winter 



It is time for local gardeners to 
prepare their water gardens for 
winter. Many gardeners like to 
clean their ponds in the fall. 
This heli» ensure a healthy water 
environment throughout the win- 
ter. 

Be careful however, if you 
clean too thoroughly; you may 
disturb the fish and plants during 
the time they are getting used to 
dropping temperatures and 
adjusting to low levels of sun- 
light. 

A light cleaning in preparation 
for winter is all that is needed. 
Remove all dying foilage on wa- 
ter plants after the second or 
third frost. Tender, or tropical 
plants will have to be removed 
and wintered over in a green- 
house. 

Some tropical plants, such as 
dwarf papyrus, can be brought in 
as house plants as long as the 
containers are kept in water. 



Hardy plants in containers 
should remain in the pond. 

The debris collected in the 
bottom of the pond over the 
summer should be raked out. Do 
this with a plastic rake to keep 
from damaging the liner if it is 
plastic. If you regularly removed 
the dead and dying foilage and 
flower buds from the aquatic 
plants, water lilies especially 
need grooming, during the grow- 
ing season, you are already ahead 
of the fall cleanup. Raking the 
bottom now will just ensure that 
there is no decaying matter. 

As part of the bottom -raking 
routine, gently move the sub- 
merged oxygenating plants out 
of the deepest part of the pond, 
rake out any accumulated muck 
and return the plants to their 
deep-end location. The fish need 
this plant cover in the deepest 
part of die pond to help protect 
them during the winter. 



With this initial light clean- 
ing out of the way, scoop out 
falling leaves daily with a long- 
handled net. With smaller 
ponds, it's possible to construct 
a frame with netting to nlar<*. 
over the surface to catch any 
straying leaves thus avoiding the 
daily cleaning. Keeping the 
leaves out of the pond is 
important to prevent any buildup 
of decaying matter, which uses 
oxygen from the water to the 
detriment of the fish. 

Once winter has set in, check 
the pond regularly to see that ice 
does not form completely over 
the surface. There are several 
ways to prevent this. 

The easiest way is to leave the 
pump for your fountain or water- 
fall on for the entire winter. 
Another way of ensuring gas ex- 
change (oxygen in, carbon diox- 
ide out) for the fish is to place a 
weighted bundle of reeds or pipes

in the deepest end of the pond 
with one end of the bundle stick- 
ing straight up into the air. You 
can also leave a weighted ball 
floating on the surface. 

When ice forms, remove the 
pall and pump out 1 to 2 inches 
of water from under the ice sheet 
This has two effects. First, the 
hole will not freeze, as there is 
no water in contact with the ice. 



Second, the air space will act as 
an insulator and the water tem- 
perature will actually rise several 
degrees. 

If you discover that your pond 
has iced over, even with these 
precautions, do not hit the ice to 
break iL Place a heated pan of 
water on the iced surface to gen- 
tly melt through. Be sure to tie 
a string to the handle to retrieve 



the pot. 

Now that you've prepared for 
winter, don't neglect to visit 
your pond to enjoy its winter 
beauty. The fish will often come 
up under the ice and you can see 
them slowly moving about. Plan 
new additions to the pond while 
all the plants are dormant.

Make Sure Your Chandelier Is Attractive, Yet Pratical 



Hanging a chandelier over a 
dining tabic where there is none, 
or replacing an outdated fixture, 
will completely change the look 
of a room and add sparkle and 
drama to your home, for very 
modest cost. 

Dining room lighting must be 
flexible enough to add the proper 
level of lighting and mood to a 
formal dinner or a family get-to- 
gether. 

Additionally, in many house- 
holds, the dining table also is 
used for other activities such as 
homework, hobbies and family 
bookkeeping. The room, there- 
fore, must be adequately lighted 
to do it all comfortably, and 
look good doing it. 

A chandelier with bulbs total- 
ing about 200 to 300 watts is 
usually the heart of dining room 
lighting plans. Consider one 
with a built-in concealed down- 
light for 'task' light focused di- 
rectly on a table's surface. 

In a room that is 10-feet wide 



or less, a chandelier usually 
should not be larger than about 
two feet in diameter. It should 
be 12 inches narrower than your 
table so people don't bump their 
heads upon arising. The bottom 
of the chandelier should be 30 
inches above the table, out of 
the line of sight when people are 
seated. 

If the room's ceiling is more 
than eight feet high, raise the 
chandelier three inches for each 
additional foot of ceiling height. 
Always install a dimmer to con- 
trol the light level and establish 
mood. 

Additional light required 

A chandelier should never pro- 
vide the only light in the dining 
room. It should be supplemented 
with additional light sources. 

Track and recessed are good 
choices for additional light: one 
over each half of the table (track 
or recessed fixtures) or a ring of 
four recessed downlights around 
the outer edge of the table.

Sealing tiny cracks around 
your windows and doors can re- 
sult in big savings on your heat- 
ing and cooling bills. 

If you think those cracks aren't 
big enough to matter, consider 
this: a crack an eighth, of an 
inch wide all the way around a 
door lets just as much air flow in 
and out as a six-inch square hole 
right in the middle of "the door. 

Weatherstripping is used be- 
tween two moveable surfaces, 
such as on window and door 
parts. (Caulking is used to seal 
cracks between two non-move- 
able surfaces.) It usually comes 
in strips of vinyl, metal or felt. 
It can be purchased by the foot 
or in complete kits for a single 
door or window. Some weather- 
stripping is surface mounted and 
invisible. Other types are hid- 
den when the window or door is 
closed. 



There are many types and 
brands available. Be sure to pick 
the right type for the job you are 
doing. In high use areas, like 
the front door, it might be better 
to spend a little more to get 
weatherstripping that is more 
durable. You'll save in the long 
run by not having to replaceJt — 
as often. 

Also, you may claim a federal 
tax credit on the purchase of 
weatherstripping. The tax credit 
is 15 percent of the first $2,000 
spent on eligible material and 
equipment to conserve energy for 
a maximum credit of $300.00.

into outer space. Rockets will be permitted to put these new spaceships 
into orbit Then, synthetic sails larger than a football field will unfurl and 
be prq}elled by light particles. 

Seven nations - the United States, Canada, Great Britain, Italy, China, 
Japan, and the U.S.S.R. - have sent entries. Although it has been esti- 
mated that these solar ships will attain speeds of 70,000 miles per hour, it 
will take 500 days to reach Mars. Radio signals will steer the ships by ad- 
justing their sails, and television cameras mounted in the ships will trans- 
mit their programs.

"It wasn't necessarily a financial 
need, they just needed to get 
interested in something beyond 
husband and household," ^ said. 

Young, who is over 50 and has 
been a widow for more than three 
years, said if it weren't for her many 
volunteer activities, she wouldn't 
hesitate to throw herself into the 
working world. She is actively 
involved in her AARP chapter and 
the Widowed Persons Service, and 
is a caregiver for an elderly family. 

"I feel I have a lot to offer. I'm a 
bodckeeper by trade," she said. 

This year's program, «which 
begins cm Oct. 15 at 9 a.m., is also 
open to men with an interest in 
going back to work. The program, 
Zydron said, is limited to 15 
people. 

"It's a really rewarding {»ogram 
to work with," she said. "They 
become aware of themselves and 
where they are today. There is a 
place for them."

He said he hopes there will not 
be a need to be a soldier in the 
future. "I'd rather not have draft- 
ing, but have it be on a volunteer 
basis," he said. "It scares me, 
kind of, that I might be drafted 
someday ... but I understand 
why they need to draft people." 

Foster said he thinks women 
should "be able to be soldiers if 
they're fit enough." 

And he said he thinks wars, "in 
general, are bad for countries." 

When Foster thinks of war, he 
said he imagines soldiers wearing 
camouflage in a jungle. "There is 
a lot of shooting," he said, "and 
pebpie are on their stomaches 
crawling around. Their faces are 
painted." 

He said he used to "play war" 
when he was little, but that he 
doesn't do this anymore. 
"Sometimes 1 play video games 
with fighting or war in them, 
though," he said. "But, I never go 
around with toy guns anymore." 

Foster said his grandfather, 
"Pop Pop," has described war to 
him, and that his friend's father 
was once in a prisoner of war 
camp. 

"But you can't worry Jtoo 
much," he said. "My fiiends and I 
don't talk about war . . . It's just 
something in my mind some- 
times." 

Foster said that he thinks 
President Bush is currently doing 
a good job in his dealings with 
Saddam Hussein, "but he should 
try to get more other counmes lo 
help him out," he said. "It's al- 
ways good to be prepared, but re- 
ally I think people shmild only 
fight in self-defense, if someone's 
attacking or threatening you." 
Sure of Small War 

I'm pretty sure that there will 
at least be a small war," said 
T'ndsav Matson. an Alanton 
Elementary School sixth-grader 
who lives with her parents John 
and Marianne Matson, in Alan- 
ton, "but I'm not too worried 
about it because it hasn't hap- 
pened yet 

"The main thing that scares me 
is if they got past our troops and 
bombed Norfolk," she said, "But 
I'm not that concerned. If any- 
thing happens, I probably will be 
wwried, though." 

Matson said she has learned 
about war, in general, and about 
current politics, in school and 



from her family, television and 
the newspapers. She said she does 
not discuss these subjects with 
herfnmds. 

But, Matson said she does 
think the little fights she some- 
times gets into with her fiiends 
"are pretty similar to wars. 

"Wars are caused by misunder- 
standing, like arguments are," she 
said. "Or sometimes people are 
just really mean, or they want to 
takeovCT." 

She said she thinks "talking it 
out" is the best strategy in the 
case of a small argument or a 
large-scale war, "but it doesn't 
always work . . . sometimes 
people are unreasonable." 

Matson said that when this is 
the case, "fights happen. You 
can't stop every disagreement" 

She said she thinks war is 
necessary "if one of the parties 
does something negative. If 
they're trying to have a war with 
you, then I guess you should 
fight back against them, or at 
least let them know that you're 
thinking about it" 

Though she doesn't like the 
idea of killing, Matson .said that 
"if you're protecting yourself and 
your country, I guess you have a 
decent reason." - - 

Matson said she thinks Presi- 
dent Bush is currently "doing 
pretty good ... I think we 
should back up the Saudi Arabi- 
ans in Kuwait, with Hussein 
taking over Kuwait, threatening 
and holding people hostage ... I 
think he just wants to take over." 

Matson said if she were the 
president right now, she'd talk to 
Saddam Hussein "and try to work 
through this and tell him he can't 
take over every place, but if he 
wouldn't cooperate, I'd do what 
Mr. Bush is doing - threaten 
him." 

She said that when she thinks 

of war, she imagines "people and 
guns - longer rifles - on grass." 

She hopes she will not have to 
ever fight in a war, and she 
frowns upon drafting. 

"You just can't draft every- 
body." She said, "Some might 
get picked who don't want to go, 
and some that didn't get picked 
might want to go to war. That 
wouldn't be fair at all." 

Matson said she is glad that 
she was bom in the United 

States. "I'm sure glad I wasn't 
bom in Russia," she said. 

She said she thinks the biggest 
problems facing the world today 
are overpopulation and the threat 
of war. 

"Things Aren't Right" 
"I don't think it's pofectly fine 
for us to go to war," said 
Linkhom Park elementary school 
sixth grader Amelia Goldstein, an 
oceanfront resident whose parents 
are Steve and Emily Goldstein, 
"but I would understand it if we 
had to ... I think our nation 
should go to war if S^dam Hus- 



sein takes serious enough ac- 
tions." 

Goldstein said she thinks the 
United States' try to help Kuwait 
is "terrific," as is thc^United 
States "getting allies. 

"I feel very lucky that we're 
able to choose what we do," she 
said, "that we're able to choose 
where our soldiers go." 

Goldstein said she doesn't usu- 
ally think about wo-," "but when 
it does come up, it stays in my 
head for a couple days." _^^ 
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She said she doesn't discuss 
war with her friends, but she has 
"studied it" in school and dis- 
cussed it with h^ family. Her fa- 
ther, she said, participated in the 
Vietnam War, but she does not 
discuss war ox his wartime expe- 
riences with him that often." 

She said she thinks wars result 
from arguments or things that 
"aren't right," and that right now, 
"things in Kuwait aren't right . . 
. I think Busch is doing the right 
thing and that we should go to 
war if we need to protect our- 
selves." 

She said she has friends "on 
call" to go over and serve in the 
Middle East and "it would be 
good for them to be over there 
helping, though the thought of 
them getting killed does worry 
me. 

Goldstein said that when she 
thinks of war, ^Jie envisions "a 
lot of arguing and a lot of 
changes going on," and that she 
pictures dark colors, such as 
grays and blues. 

She said she would not like to 
be a soldier now or in the future, 
but that she would like to "help 
out" in some way, such as with 
nursing. She also wishes enlist- 
ing was a volunteer endeavor, but 
she realizes that drafting is often 
necessary. 

One recent distressing situation 
for Goldstein occurred this sum- 
mer when she was practicing for 
her role as an orphan in the play, 
Annie. 

"One of the woman's husbands 
had to leave, because of the war 
threat." she said, "and his kids 
went really crazy. They were very 
upset and they kept forgetting 
their lines ... it really was sad. 

"Sometimes I can't stop 
, worrying about war," she said, 
"and I think there's about a 50-50 
chance that we'll go to war soon . 
. . but if Saddam Hussein doesn't 
stop what he's doing, and we can 
stop him, I think we should." 
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Doreea Dykes, PETA's Tidewater 
ctmtact person and AAV founder, 
said she rarely sees unattended dogs 
in her Lake Smith neighbwhood. 

"I can't even remember the last 
time I saw a dog run loose. It 
seems people in this area are ex- 
tremely conscientious," she said. 
"They're very caring about their an- 
imals." 

Bays said that there should also 
be a leash law for cats. By law, cats 
must be kept on their owner's 
property and are not permitted to 
run freely. But, cats are not required 
to be leashed in any way. 

"People shouldn't have their cats 
running loose. People are under the 
misconception that cats can fend for 
themselves. They eat out of trash 
cans and pick up parasites," said 
Bays, who owns several cats. 

Susan Wagner, the Virginia 
Beach SPCA's education director, 
said she sees more cats than dogs 
running loose in her Kings Grant 
neighborhood. Although a cat is 
required to stay in its owner's yard, 
Wagner said she has seen several 
digging up flower beds and sitting 
on cars. 

Wagner said most people don't 
realize the responsibility that comes 
along with owning a pet. The 
SPCA, she said, takes in many 
dogs and cats whose owners no 
longer want to care fa* them. 

"People are too lazy to give their 
pets the proper exercise," she said. 
"Pets require a commitment to walk 
and run." 

Dykes, who has a "large family 
of animals," all of them strays, 
agreed that pet owners must be 
aware of the animal's safety, as 
well as consideration for others. 

"Good laws just make good 
sense," she said. "I just believe in 
being very responsible." 

The benefits of leash laws, ac- 
cording to Clark, are for the safety 
of the dog and passers by. Most dog 
bites, he said, are caused by dogs 
not on leashes. 

"It prevents them from urinating 
and doing damage to other yards. It 
prevents accidents," he said. "It's 
.pretty hard to keep an animal under 
control if it isn't on a leash." 

"There are a lot of people who 
know the law perfectly well and 
allow their dogs to run. People get 
understandably annoyed," said 
Wagner. 

She said that neighbors who sec 
animals running free should call 
Animal Control and report them. 

"It's dangerous for animals and 
little children and it's unpleasant for 
anyone who doesn't care for roam- 
ing animals," she said. 

"People treat their furniture better 
than their pets," said Bays. "When 
you see an animal, call Animal 
Control."

A feature story on laughing gas? 
This could possibly be a hoot. But 
the dentist we contacted would not 
grant an interview, at least not the 
type The Virginia Beach Sun was 
a^dng for. 

"Instead of us telling you about 
nitrous oxide (laughing gas' formal 
name), we'd rather you expwience it 
for yourself," said Dr. Leslie B. 
Gore, a Virginia Beach dentist in 
practice in Great Neck with Drs. 
Paul N. Berger and Arthur A. Nido. 
"Dr. Berger and myself want to take 
an hour and administer the gas to 
you, so you can tell readers sixint it 
yourself, from firsthand experi- 
ence," said Gore, •■-» 

So last Saturday, Dr. Gore and 
Dr. Berger reserved an hour in the 
afternoon for the experiment, or, at 
least as far as this reporter was 
concerned, the experience. Yes, this 
assignment would soon prove to be 
quite an unforgettable one. 

I was a little nervous on Saturday 
morning as I did some errands be- 
fore my dentist "appointment." The 
two dentists had told me I had 
nothing to worry about - that I 
needn't feel apprehensive about 
having nitrous oxide fN,0) admin-

istered to me. 

"If anything, you'll like it," 
Berger had said. "It's like a two- 
martini high, only there's no hang- 
over."

I consider myself a fairly 
controlled, conservative type of 



person and the idea of being sedated 
and laughing hysterically in front of 
dentists and staff did not sit well 
with me.

What would I think about while 
inhaling the gas? Would I like it?

Berger sat me down, asking 
"Would you prefer television or ra- 
dio while you inhale the gas, m 
both?" 

In case anyone is wondering, no 
straps were involved. I simply sat 
comfortably in a reclining dental 
chair. 

"Radio," I said, asking him to 
turn the station to 101.3 FM. I 
thought mellow music would help 
relax me. 

Gore was also in the small room. 
%^ was a dental assistant, even 
though Berger would be the one ac- 
tually gassing me up. 

"You need to have a chaperone 
with this," Berger said "Lots of 
lawsuits are filed every year by 
people who are allegedly sexually 
taken advantage of while on nitrous 
oxide." 

He explained that N2O "basically 
takes away your apprehensions, 
much Uke ^cohol does."

'Teople don't realize thty can call 
here for help," said Joyce Van de 
Water, of the American Cancer So- 
ciety's (ACS) Virginia Beach unit, 
located at 958-B Laskin Road, three 
or four blocks up from the ocean- 
front in Birdneck Shqpping Centw. 

"People think we only do re- 
search," said Van de Water, a Vir- 
ginia Beach resident wto volunteers 
at the unit, "but we're here to pro- 
vide cancer patients and their friends 
and family with whatever they 
need." 

Van de Water said the unit, 
which is directed by a local 55- 
n^mber board of directors, provides 
everything from an emotional sup- 
port system and transportation to 
treatment to material goods for 
cancer patients and their families. 

"We're here to give everything 
that is within our power to give," 
she said, "and all people need do is 
call and ask - that's what we're here 
for." 

The American Cancer Society, 
headquartered in Atlanta, Ga., is a 
private volunteer organization, be- 
gun in 1913 by a group of physi- 
cians to help try to prevent and 
control cancer and to help cancer 
pat^ts cqie. Tbea are 57 chartoed 
divisions (one in each state, in 
Puerto Rico, the District of 
Columbia and five metropolitan ar- 
eas) and over 3,300 local units. 

The ASCs Virginia Beach unit, 
begun in 1955, focuses its energy 



on five program areas - public edu- 
cation, professional education, 
public information, service and re- 
habilitaticMi for patients and crusade 
(or fund raising), said Colleen Lu- 
cas, one of the unit's two paid full- 
time employees. There are no part- 
time employees and all other unit 
work is carried on by some 200 
volunteers, who have varying levels 
of commitment 

"That's what's so neat," Van de 
Water said. "Volunteers keep this 
organization alive, and we provide 
assistance for free to any resident 
who asks for it" 

"If a patient needs a ride to the 
hospital, a ramp for his or her 
wheelchair or any basic medical 
equipment or encouragement and 
support, they ought to call us," she 
said. 

"And if an organization wants to 
feature a quit smoking or cancer 
prevention day. all they need to do 
is contact the unit." she said. "We 
give out free pamphlets and all 
sorts of informational materials." 
she noted, "and we also send out 
trained q)eakers who specialize in 
different ouK^-relaied areas." 

Lucas said that the unit wants the 
community to realize that having 
cancer does not always le^ death. 
"Cancer is curable," she said, "and 
many of our volunteers are cancer 
survivors." 

ACS data slates that cancer is "a 
large group of diseases chancteriz^ 
by uncontrolled growth md spread 
of abnormal cells." Cancer strikes 
at any ^e, kills m<ve children three 
to 14 than any other disease and 
occurs more frequently with 
advancing age. 

About 76 million Americans 
now living will eventually have 
canes' • about 30 percent accoitiing 



to present rates. Cancer will strike 
in approximately three out of four 
families. In 1990 an estimated 
1 ,040,000 people will be diagnosed 
as having cancer. 

"The statistics are alarming," 
Lucas paid. 

This year 5 10,000 are expected to 
die of cancer, ACS data suggests. 
Of every five deaths from all causes 
in the United States, one is from 
cancer. 

'This is why we're stressing pre- 
vention and early detection," said 
Lucas. "The better informed this 
city is, the better off it will be." 

The unit's support services in- 
clude breast, ostomy and laryngec- 
tomee cancer rehabilitation pro- 
grams; "Can Surmount" groups, 
which are one-to-one peer visitation 
programs providing cancer patients 
and their families the opportunity 
to discuss problems with trained 
volunteers; "Reach to Recovery, a 
one-on-one support for breast canco" 
patients; "I Can Cope" - an eight- 
session educational program for pa- 
tients and families; "Look Good . . 
. Feel Bettw" - a program whereby 
cancer patients who often are ex- 
po^ to chonother^y and radiadcm 
treatment, are provided with 
grooming and personal care and 
beauty assistance and also employ- 
ment/insurance problems' assis- 
tance. 

The unit al^ has a small fund 
set up for medically indigent peo- 
ple, she said. 

Though volunteers carry out the 
tei^hing and helping, there are sUll 
expends involved. Lucas said, such 
as funding the units' many 
brochures and informational 
materials and "keeping the unit go- 
ing in general."

Helps Patients Relax 

Go for it. Try it. Do it. It's certainly positive to be opcp- 
mind«i and willing to try new tilings. 

But of course, having the attitude that one must experience 
everything if life to really live could be dangerous. It scnds'the 
imagination reeling, doesn't it? 

Ttere arc u>rac things, though, that one ought nm fOTsake. 

Everyone ought to sample kimemade teead, to take a Jacuzzi, 
to sleep on a waterbed, to lie in b«i at night and listen to the 
rain outside, to go camping at least once. These are all natural, 
harmless experiences, which have great potential to fratify the 
heart and soul. 

Recently, though, I had the opporttinity to experience some- 
thing new that wasn't natural at all - 1 inhaled laughing gas 
(nitrous oxide) at the dentist's office. Because nitrous oxide is a 
drug in that it alters one's state of consciousness, I was a little 
uneasy about this beforehand. "Why n»ss with nature," has 
always been a personal philosophy. 

But, surprisingly enough, inhaling the gas while having my 
teeth cleaned was a peaceful process. I remained fully con- 
scious the whole time, and never did I feel out of control o 
physically put off balance. The dentist told me to let him know 
if I felt in any way uncomfortable, and then he'd cut back the 
amount of nitrous oxide I was breathing in. I felt safe and in

hidden away in a comer behind the Hofheimer's at Birdneck 
Shopping Center on Laskin Road. Some residents probably 
don't even know that this area has a local ACS unit 

But small and undiscovered as it may be, this unit keeps busy 
teaching and helping cancer patients, their families and otfiers. 

And diese services are invaluable. Cancer will at sohk time 
strike in three out of four families, ACS statistics indicate, and 
that means most of us will in some way be affected by this vi- 
cious disease. 

That's quite a depressing thought, especially for tfiose who 
have thus far been spared from cancer's curse. 

But less depressing is the fact that the ACS estimates that it 
prevented 42,500 cancer deaths last year alone. And less de- 
pressing is the fact that the numbers of cases of many cancers, 
such as stomach, liver, uterine and prostate are decreasing. The 
only type which has a rapidly rising number of incidences is 
lung cancer. 

Also less depressing is the opportunity all residents have to 
volunteer and help control the spread of cancer locally. 

The local ACS unit needs additional support, and what could 
be a better cause. Let's not neglect this one. - K.L.H.

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old. 300-member, non-par- 
tisan organization that monitors city 
government. 

As we promised to ranind you in 
the SepL 12 edition rf The Virginia 
Beach S un, please be advised that the 
next public hearing of the State 
General Ai^mbly's Study Commit- 
tee, established by Senate Joint 
Resolution 94, will be held on Mon- 
day. OcL 21at Cox High School at 7 
p.m. Cox l^gh School is located at 
2425 Shorehaven Drive, off Great 
Neck Road. 

This study committee wUl make 
rccommendatkms to the Genoal 
Assembly, when it meets next Janu- 
ary, on the establishment of a Re- 
gional Transportation Audiority. The authwity 's appointed members will have 
the power to impose tolls on new and existing highways, bridges and tunnels 
in the Hampton Roads area and other fees, as it sees fit, to raise funds f<w 
transportation projects. 

We sincerely hope diat all diose frustrated commuters on the Virginia Beach 
toll road, who have waited patienUy in line all these years at the toU booths, will 
show up to protest this hareteained scheme to establish yet another wasteful 
level of bureaucracy. Its main purpose appears to be to extract yet more finds, 
from the supposedly rich road uscts of Virginia Beach, to buiW roads else- 
where. 

Faced already with runaway gasoline price increases, skyhigh pers(Mial 
property taxes, the pn^x)sed heavy hike in federal gasoline taxes, the increase 
in inspection fees and the pressed $5 increase in the city decal fee, more tolls 
and user fees may well be the straw that toeaks the camel's back! User fees are 
now the catchword, but this is a very poor time to add yet more unneeded 
burdens on the general public. A growing depression threatens the livelihood 
of many Americans throughout the nation and our governing bodies need to be 
reminded that Hampton Roads is no longer insulated from deprrasions by the 
military in the area. To the contrary, the heavy cuts by Congress of the defense 
budget may make the effects of a depression here woree than elsewhere. 

We a^Jlaud Governor Wilder's efforts to reduce spending but we couldn't 
help but chuckle to ourselves a little bit when we saw him on television of faing 
advise to Congress that the way to balance the budget was to cut spending. In 
view of the inability of Congress and several administrations to come to grips 
with the need to balance the fedoal budget, it has been seriously proposed thai 
a federal constitutional amendment should be passed mandating a balanced 
budget Isn't it more than just a little comical that in the upcoming November 
elections Virginia is asking the voters to approve a Virginia constiuiticmal 
amendment that will allow deficit spending to permit the use of pledge bonds? 

When several cides and cbunties requested elected school boards, the 
General Assembly simply said it could not be done without a change in the state 
constibition, giving die impression that this was virtually impossiUe. Isn't it 
funny how easy it becomes to change the state constitution when you want to 
issue bonds and embark oi an era of unbalanced budgets and deficit spending, 
similar to what has brought the budget crisis in Washington? 

At a recent "council concerns" meeting of the Virginia Beach City Council 
it was suggested that the council meet wiUi the city's elected members to the 
General Assembly to establish what items our senators and delegates wanted 
to get approved for the city. Using these items, council could then tailor the 
city's annual "Wish List" to the General Assembly. The city would then have 
a bettCT chance of getting a "Wish List" approved. It was claimed that the city 
had been embarrassed by the out-of-hand manner in which the General Assem- 
bly had brushed aside our requests in this year's session. They pointed out that 
Northern Virginia had gotten more of Uie diings UKy requested. 

It sounds wonderful! Find out what the state is willing to give us and then 
only request these items. Our legislators can then pound their chests later and 
boast about how effective they are. 

Sorry, we don't believe this is they way a democracy is supposed to work. 
This is hardly the government of the Deq)le, when we have to sit back and 
accept what crumbs the "good old boys" and special interest lobbyists in 
Richmond decide to throw our way. 

If the members of city council don't known what this city needs, then we are 
in deep trouble. If Uiey do know what we need, and are not willing to fight to 
get them, then we have a very sorry city council indeed. The same applies to 
our state representatives. 

If NorUiem Virginia is getting more of what it wants, then it is very likely that 
their representatives are much more effective than ours. Possibly Uieir rqwc- 
sbntatives are more aware diat diey have to be responsive to Uie needs of die 
constituents. We need to review die effectiveness of our representatives ovar 
die years in getting die things that have b^n place on our wish lists, and maybe 
find candidates who wiU fight to get our needs recognized. 

A recent newspaper article criticized Virginia Beach for building a major 
highway network to handle Uie traffic resulting from the city's growUi. They 
claimed diis was a mistake and Uiat diecity should have planned its growtii widi 
numerous enclaves including homes, businesses, stores and odier amenities 
which would have reduced Uie need for cars. They apparenUy overlooked Uie 
fact that Uie power to be able to 6o Uiis kind of city planning, alUxMigh 
frequently requested in Uie city's "wish lists" to die state legislature, has justas 
frequentiy been denied. Some of Uie city's requests can't have been all bad, 
when it has been rqx)rted Uiat at least one was adopted wiUi almost no changes 
by another state. 

Let's all work to improve air batting averages next year by fighting hard^.

Biotechnology is such an interesting field, that I would like to take this 
opportunity to explain this new kind of business that developed in the 
1970s. The basis of biotechnology is biology and laboratory research. 
Technologies resulting from this research are then appliwi in many different 
areas.

TTie medical and pharmaceutical industry is the best-known area of 
biotechnology. Scientists and researchers have cteveloped sevaal drugs for 
medical treatment.

The commission has 
asked that the council 
consider requesting au- 
thorization from the 
1991 General Assembly 
for the issuance of up to 
$120 million in special- 
purpose, general obliga- 

■ tion renaissance bonds 
for the next ten years to 
implement the Renais- 
sance Initiative.

: nancing would be used in 
lieu of pay-as-you-go fi-

take until 2005 to com- 
plete the lesser program 
included in the city's 
capital program. 

An alternative to get- 
ting authority from the 
General Assembly is ap- 
proval by a public refer- 
endum. 

, In addition to the spe- 
cial bonds, the city could 
use $2.5 million of the 
special road bond autho- 



rization. (The city will 
have $8 million a year 
for eight years of which 
some has been allocated 
in the proposed Capital 
Improvement budget for 
other road projects.) 

In addition, the city 
would have to extend the 
half-cent tax on hotels 
and restaurants, estab- 
lished for the pay-as-you- 
go program, over the life 
of the bonds. Merchants 
have not been receptive 
to this idea, Barrow said. 

Also being considered 
is a half-cent special dis- 
trict real estate tax, also 
unpopular with the busi- 
nessmen. 

Barrow said that the 
city could provide a safe- 
guard by stipulating that 
renaissance improvement 
costs would never exceed 
the revenues. 

Barrow said that it was 
more important to invest 
in economic development 
during sluggish economic 
periods and the Ocean, 
which is the city's num- 
ber one economic asset 
after the military, is the 
place to invest. 

Councilman Louis D. 
Jones asked how tte p^- 



ple at the resort feel 
about the tax proposals. 

"I don't think they 
would be very happy 
about (them)," replied 
Barrow. He said that the 
program would have to 
be looked at as a city- 
wide program. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said that what 
has been done at the 
beach is outstanding and 
the city benefits, but that 
she was concerned about 
the attitudes among the 
different segments of the 
business conununity. 

She said that although 
Barrow emphasized the 
importance for the city to 
be competitive, the resort 
has resisted competition 
the greatest. The attitude 
at the oceanfront, she 
said, ds that "we don't 
need or want any more 
hotels, we don't want any 
more hot dog stands . . . 
I'm disturbed because 1 
want to expand the Pavil- 
ion." 

She said she saw a sign 
in a restaurant saying, 
"We don't want to be 
treated differently." She 
«:5»id. "Somebody has to 
pay ... 1 don't think 



there's a person here who 
doesn't want to do ev- 
erything on the 
(commission's) list, but 
we need support . . . you 
can't ask for everything 
and not be willing to give 
... I get frustrated when 
you give some lists this 
long and hear about 
schools (cuts in the bud- 
get) the same day." 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober pointed out 
that since the budget al- 
ready provides $53 for 
resort improvements 
which are included in the 
$140 million new 
recommendations of the 
commission, the Com- 
mission actually is asking 
for less than $140 million 
in new improvements. 

Recommendations in- 
clude: 

• The expansion of the 
Pavilion exhibition, 
meeting, banquet, food 
service and parking fa- 
cilities.

MCN 29's Matt Cernigliaro Is An Official Video Production Supervisor But Acts As A 'Jack Of All 
Trades;" His Goal Is Achieving "The Ultimate Production"

His title says he's a video pro- 
diKtion supervisor. 

But actually, Matt Cernigliaro 
of the city's cable channel MCN

trades." 

Cernigliaro began his career 
with the city two years ago as 
one of three video production 
specialists II. In that position, he 
learned to "perform all aspects of 
television production," including 
camera work, lighting, editing, 
directing, and setting up sets and 
sound levels. 

About one year ago, 
Cernigliaro was promoted to his 
current position. 

"I fulfill all the responsibilities 
of the video production specialist 
and supervise the rest of the staff 
in regards to all the production 
we do," the Pecan Gardens resi- 
dent said.

Cemigliaio received his start in 
television production at Liberty 
University in Lynchburg, Va.

While in college, Cernigliaro 
worked at a local ABC affiliate as 
a news photographer and camera 
man.

Insulate Your Home; Help Control The Greenhouse Effect 



Many areas of the United 
States had unseasonably warm 
winters and liot summers this 
year, and The Fanners Almanac, a 
long-time bible of harvesters 
nationwide, predicts a generally 
warm and dry fall for much of the 
country. 

Experts are attributing this 
wanning trend to the Greenhouse 
Effect, a slow warming of the 
Earth's temperature. The Green- 
house Effect is caused in part by 
excess carbon dioxide produced 
during the burning of fossil fuels 
to heat and light our homes. In 
the past, there were enough green 
plants to absorb excess carbon 
dioxide, but their number has 
been reduced by the industrial 
revolution and world-wide rain- 
forest clearing. 

Scientists are suggesting that 
we can all take action to help 
control the Greenhouse Effect by 
taking some relatively simple 
steps to change our lifestyles. 
One step is to properly insulate 
our homes. By maldng sure that 



a home's current insulation 
levels meet the new 
recommendations recently issued 
by the Department of Energy, 
homeowners can cut down on 
their personal energy usage year- 
round. Proper insulation will not 
only make your home more 
energy efficient but it will also 
help keep it more comfortable. 

Insulating your attic is a sim- 
ple do-it-yourself project that 
can be completed in an 
afternoon. To determine the 
amount of material you need, 
measure the thickness of the 
existing insulation by pushing a 
ruler down between a joist and 
the insulation. Next, measure 
the space between the joists to 
determine the width of insulation 
you need. Then measure the 
length and width of your attic 
and multiply them to find the 
total square footage of the space 
you're working with. Your local 
building materials dealer or home 
center can help you use this 
information to purchase the right 



amount of insulation you will 
need. 

As for a high-quality product 
like Certain Teed fiber glass in- 
sulation, which comes in handy, 
casy-to-carry packages that are 
compressed to fit through small 
attic openings. If you already 
have some insulation in your^t- 
tic, use unfaced insulation to up- 
grade current levels. 

To install insulation, you'lj 
need a serrated or utility knife to 
cut the material, a broom or long 
stick, and 9 board to kneel on. 
You should wear a l6ng-sleeved 
shirt, work gloves and a hat for 
your own comfort. Safety 
glasses and a disposable dust 
mask are also recommended, 
since most areas to be insulated 
are dusty. 

If you're using roll insulation, 
place the material between the 
joists. Start at the eaves and un- 
roll the insulation until you 
reach the center of the attic; then 
cut it. Install the insulation the 
same way on the other side of

the attic, working from the eaves 
toward the center. Be sure not to 
cover any eave vents. Then ap- 
ply a second layer across Uie 
joists again starting at the eaves 
and working toward the center. 

Insulation should be cut to fit 
snugly around any pipes, beams 
or other obstructions. Do not 
cover lighting fixtures, exhaust 
fans, motors or vents that pro- 
trude into the attic. Be sure to 
leave a three-inch space between 
insulation and motors or 
lighting fixtures. 

By properly insulating your 
attic, you'll save money on your 
energy bills, keep your home 
more comfortable year-round and 
cut down on heat loss from your 
home to help reduce the Green- 
house Effect

double- and triple-glazing, coat- 
ings applied to the glass (i.e., 
Low-E, tints, etc.) and the 
method of sealing the glazing. 

A study by the Canadian Na- 
tional Research Council noted 
that 95 percent of the window 
energy loss is lost through the 
glazing. Old aluminum frames 
were not energy efficient. Years 
ago, aluminum frames conducted 
the outside cold tempo-ature into 
the house. Today's technology 
has changed all that. Currently, 
aluminum window manufacturers 
provide a thermal barrier. This 
inhibits the aluminum from cot- 
ducting heat or cold through its 
frame. 

Thermally separated aluminum 
windows offer the same energy 
advantages as the other window 
framing materials. 

" Air Leakage 

Most new replacement win- 
dows will initially solve the air 
leakage problem. This is partly 
because they are new and have 
not been subjected to the weath- 
ering elements. 

Consider how the window will 
perform after it's been in the 



house for awhile. Climate takes 
its toll on windows. The cold 
winter and hot summer tempera- 
tures cause the window frames to 
expand and contract. The mois- 
ture and subsequent loss of mois- 
ture pay havoc with frames 
because they cause window fram- 
ing materials to swell and 
shrink. 

Aluminum frames are least ef- 
fective by climatic conditions. 
For example, a 60-inch-long 
frame member subjected annually 
to a 120 degree temperature range 
- the difference between a cold 
winter and a hot summer day in 
Chicago - will expand at differ- 
ent rates, depending upon the 
material in the frame. An 
aluminum frame will stretch 
about 1/10". Other frames can 
stretch 1/4" or more. As this 
takes place, ye^ after year, such 
expansion and contraction can 
lead to frame distortion, window 
seal failure, water leakage and of 
course air infiltration. 
Depending upon the type of 
window framing material, they 
may swell and shrink with the 
moisture content and temperature.

Simple measures tal«n 
now may help you avoid major 
repairs later. 

The ravaging effects of Old 
Man Winter can cause seem- 
ingly small cracks and chips 
to turn into wide gaps and 
potholes. As the temperature 
drops, water that has been de- 
posited into cracks and small 
holes expands as it turns to 
ice, pushing the gaps in the 
surface wider apart. This hap- 
pens thousands of times bef oft | 
springtime, leaving larget ' 
cracks and holes each time. 

Today, many products are 
available which mend worn anrd 
chipped concrete. Some of ■ 
these products, such as Tcq) 'n ; 
Bond from American Stone 
Mix, are versatile self-bonding 
materials designed specifically 
for thin section resurfacing or 
repairs of i-inch or less, to 
existing concrete. 

Here are a few tps to keep in 
mind when beginning a con- 
crete repair project. 

ftepare the surface properly. 
The area to be resurfaced must 
be structurally sound with all 
loose sections of concrete re- 



moved. Remove foreign mate- 
rial such as dirt, sand, dust, 
paint, oil and grea^ by flush- 
ing with water and sweeping 
briskly with a stiff broom. If 
grease and oil spots remain, 
scrub the area vigorously with 
a strong detergent solution, 
then flush with water. Some 
residue stains may require 
treating with a commercial 
grade muriatic acid. 

Repair minor cracks 
individually. If a driveway is 
littered with only a few minor 
cracks, mix the repair product 
to a troweling consistency and 
repair each crack separately. 
Using a hammer and chisel, 
widen cracks to an inverted "v" 
shape and fill with sand and 
cement mixture. Force the 
sand mix into place with a 
trowel and then level. Allow 
repair to cure prior to resur- 
facing. 

Resurface for more extensive 
repairs. If the area has a num- 
ber of cracks and chips, repair 
Cracks then resurface the entire 
Space with a coating of the re- 
pair product. Mix the product 
to a flowable or "thick paint" 
consistency to spread evenly 
over a large area. Spread the 
concrete resurfacer with a wide 
soft-bristle brush. "Finish" by 
brooming or brushing the sur-

face in one direction so that 
brush marics show uniformly. 

In addition to driveway 
maintenance or repairs, prod- 
ucts such as Top 'n Bond may

Tidewater Orchid Society Hosts 
Four-Day Orchid Conference 



500 People Ex- 
pected To Attend; Info 
And Live Flowers Avail- 
able

Virginia Beach will become an 
exotic floral paradise as the Tide- 
water Orchid Society (TOS) 
hosts the 35th Eastern Orchid 
Congress and American Orchid 
Society Trustees meeting at the 
Cavalier-Oceanfront Hotel this 
weekend. 

For three days, beginning on 
Friday, Oct. 19, the public can 
view exhibits of live, blooming, 
artistically displayed orchids. All 
mechanics, such as flower pots, 
metal stakes and display stands 
are hidden from view through the 
use of decorative tree bark or 
man-made materials such as 
burlap. 

"We take live blooming plants 
and artistically arrange them. You 
won't see any mechanics, just 
orchid blooms," said Margie Ives, 
the show's pubUcity and 
advertising chairman. "When or- 
chid people get together, we al- 
ways like to bring our plants and 
show them." 

The flower show is part of a 
four-day conference that includes 
a lecture series, banquets, tours of 
area sights and a sales room. So 
far, Ives said, 500 people have 
registered to attend the lectures, 
but she added that several thou- 
sand more are expected to attend 
the show. 

Although the show has been 
held for the past 35 years, it has 
only been hosted by TOS once 
before in Tidewater, in Norfolk in 
1982. The show is held by the 
Eastern Orchid Congress, an or- 
ganization representing 40 orchid 
groups from Canada to Florida, 
in different locations to exchange 
orchid information and plants. 

"The show is a small segment 
of the Congress. Its purpose is to 
share information about orchid 
growing," said Ives. 

According to Arthur S. Ka- 
plan, M.D., Eastern Orchid 
Congress president and TOS 
member, this year's show will be 
bigger and better than the one 
held in 1982. 

"This show will far exceed the 
last one. If you've never seen a 

major orchid show, it's an abso- 
lute must," said Kaplan, a past 
TOS presictent. 
The show's exhibits will range 



in size from 25 to 125 square- 
feet and will feature hundreds of 
"exotic flowers," Ives said. The 
flowers will be featured in every 
color but pure black, and in all 
sizes, from one-sixteenth of an 
inch to 10 inches across. 

Ives said there are 30,000 
species of orchids comprising 
700 genera. Known as one of ^e 
largest families of flowers, there 
are also thousands of jnan-made 
hybrids, she said. 

"It's one of the wonders of na- 
ture. It's so challenging to be 
able to take these plants and try 
to reproduce their habitat and try 
to get them to bloom," said Ka- 
plan.

Kaplan has been an avid OK.\ad 
grower for 20 years. His passion 
for the flowers began when he 
built his wife a greenhouse for 
her terrarium business. That one 
greenhouse has grown to three 
where Kaplan houses thousands 
of orchids, he said. 

"It's a contagious hobby," he 
said. 

Admission to the show is $3 
and children under 12 will be ad- 
mitted free. The Eastern Orchid 
Congress has earmarked a portion 
of the show's proceeds to be do- 
nated to the American Orchid 
Society, for production of a video 
on orchid and rain forest conser- 
vation. 

The Tidewater Orchid Society 
is a non-profit organization 
composed of approximately 100 
members from Hampton Roads. 
Ives has been involved with the 
society since 1976 when she 
grew her first flower. She now 
has several hundred, she said. 

"It's fun just sharing a hobby 
with a common interest. Orchid 
growers are neat people," she 
said. 

Kaplan said he has been busy 
planning this year's show for 
more than three years. 

"Orchid exhibits just don't 
happen. The^ live plants are put 
in a space that is built up from a 
bare room," he said. "Once 
you've grown an orchid, you'll 
never stop."

Cordle said most parents pay 
about $12,000 to keep their child 
in treatment for one year.

"There is help out 
there. We believe we've got a 
crisis in our community and 
something has to be done about 
these chemically dependent kids."

are absorbed from the lungs into the 
cardiovascular system, he explained. 
Although different types of gases 
may be used to produce sedation, 
nitrous oxide is the only one used 
frequendy in the doital |»ofession. 

And NjO's primary purpose is to 
mluce fear and anxiety, thus leaving 
the patient in a relaxed, content 
state, he said, whereby pain is not 
focused on. The gas is not an anes- 
thesia. 

"You'll still be a 100 percent 
conscious," Berger told me as I sat 
in the dentist's awaiting my NjO 
fix, "and you'll still be you - you'll 
have your same personality, but 
it'll b^ like you've had a few 
drinks." 

"... Like you had a couple of 
highballs," added Gore. 

Gore and Berger had lent me a 
book about nitrous oxide called Se- 
dation by Stanley F. Malamed (® 
1985 by The C.V. Mosby Com- 
pany, Saint Louis, Mo.) when I 
first contacted them about the arti- 
cle, which noted that in 1985, 40 
percent of practicing dentists used 
NjO, which is administered in con- 
junction with oxygen (O2) and that 
that figure was quickly rising. 

The book also said that "virtually 
all dental graduates today are enter- 
ing dental practice proficient in its 
safe and effective use." Malamed 
called the administration of N2O-O2 
"one of the most effective tech- 
niques fcM" the r^iKjtioJ of stress" in 
dental patients. 

The main problems with it were 
health-related, resulting from 
chronic exposure, lawsuits against 
dentists accused of sexual miscon- 
duct and dentists' "recreational 
abuse" of the gas, the book noted. 
The chronic exposure problem is 
rare, though, and nothing has been 
proved to be definite. If any dam- 
ages do occur, they occur to pa- 
tients inhaling die gas frequently on 
a long-term basis. 

Berger said he heard some tales 
about the sexual misconduct cases. 
"You might start to feel tingly in 
places that don't normally feel 
tingly," he said. "Some dentists 
have taken advantage of this. That's 
why one should always be sure to 
have a chaperone in the room," he 
reiterated. 

Berger said he is also aware that 
many dentists "become addicted to 
Uie stuff." He and Gore both said 
that Uiey never inhale the gas. "Too 
many have come to like it so much 
that they breathe it in until diey are 
blue-lipped," said Berger. "That's 
why I avoid it altogether." 

He also said he has patients who, 
Uiough they aren't addicted to it, so 
to speak, "must have it if Uiey are 
to have anything done in their 
mouths . . . Some really like it a 
lot." 

Sitting in the chair, I wondered if 
I'd be one of these . . .naw! 

BergOT said his machine would go 
up to 75 percent N2O - 25 percent 
O2, but that he'd probably only "put 
me up to 40 or 50 percent NjO." 

The higher the N2O ratio, the 
"griddier you become," he said. 

He placed a nozzle over my nose, 
telling me that the gas I was 
beginning to breath in from it was 
"just oxygen." 

He told .ne that dentists and oth- 
ers who administered N2O - O2 use 
a process called "titration," whereby 
they increase the NjO ratio in 
gradations, to prevent a shock to 
the nervous syst^n. 

When the air you bread) in starts 
to "smell sweet,"then you know 
there's nitrous oxide coming 
through, Bergo" told me. 

At first the air did not smell like 
anyUiing at all, and it was a little 
difficult to breathe. I didn't feel like 
I was taking in enough oxygen. 

Soon, though, I felt like I was 
breaUiing more fully, and I started 
to «-riell something a little bit 
sweet. It was hardly noticeable, but 
the air had a faint sugary aroma, a 
little like leaves burning on a fall 
day. 

That Saturday, I had been in kind 
of a serious mood all day, but as 1 
sat b^k in the chair listening to die 
radio, I all of a sudden felt really 
relaxed. Gore was raying somediing 
about how his wife was upset that 
he had put on some weight, and I 
remember thinking that was really 
funny. It was at this point that 1 
stmed giggling. 

I'm a runner, and like most run- 
ners, when I first start running my 
emrgy mounts and builds, and then 
at »}me point during the run, the 
mdoririiins kick in and I feel a sense 
(rf^ peacx and sooiity. 

This nitrous oxide high that was 
starting to kick in was really simi- 
lar to a runner's high in diat I felt 
that sense of calm and that sense of 
everyUiing being OK. I felt all my 
worries and anxieties begin to melt 
as I breathed in die gas, which had 
more and more NjO in it, Berfft 
informed me. 

Baga was right, though • I still 



felt like me. At all moments I felt 
fully mentally alert and presctrt. 

But I did feel a little jovial, I can 
remember thinking to myself. 
"Gosh, this fun," and I remember 
feeling so "at home" in Uiat den- 
tist's chair. 

It was like I have felt bdore on a 
few occasions, I hate to admit, at 
bars around one in Uie morning - 
like die bar was "home" and every 
person tfiwc was such a great friend. 
I felt that way about Berger, Gore 
and die dental assistant, who's name 
I didn't even recall - like tfiey were 
my best pals, my buddies. 

You're up to 40 percent NjO, 
Berger informed me. He asked if I 
wanted to be put up to 50 percent 
N2O. I did, and he said that if I 
changed my mind, he could decrease 
die N2O ratio widiin seconds. 

I wasn't doing much talking 
while inhaling the NjO, because 
BergCT had told me diat diis inter- 
rupts die inhalation flow. I giggled 
some, but not non-stop, and not 
loudly. I know I smiled non-stop, 
Uiough, and I tapped my toe, which 
I tend to do when I'm excited about 
somediing. 

Berger told me Uiat when people 
have compulsive habits, such as 
moving dieir arms, wiggling dieir 
heads or what not, that being on 
NjO tends to increase die habit. 
N2O "magnifies" peoples' natures, 
he said, noting diat NjO is not par- 
ticularly good for people with 
asdima, or with some odier dis- 
eases, to inhale. He said, Uiough. 
Uiat for most, inhaling N2O poses 
no problems. 

When Berger increased the N^O 
ratio to 50 percent, I started to feel 
v^ light and a littie lighUieaded. 

It was Uien Uiat my Uioughts be- 
gan to surprise me. I started think- 
ing intensely about a personal mat- 
ter Uiat I Uiought I had resolved. I 
had Uiought Uiat Uiere was noUiing 
left to Uiink about in Uiis particular 
situation, but here I was on nitrous 
oxide all wn^ped up in images and 
memories of a situation Uiat {q;)par- 
enUy hadn't completely escaped my 
mi]^ 

' Berger would tell me later that 
sometimes while people are inhal- 
ing N2O their subconscious mind 
asserts itself. Clearly mine did that, 
and these intense Uioughts would 
later definitely be food for Uiought 

Anyway, Berger stopped increas- 
ing die ratio and started to clean my

teeth. He did this much to my 
pleasure, just so I could see how 
dental work went by very quickly 
and did not hurt at all when one is 
inhaling N2O. Usually I find having 
my teeUi cleaned somewhat painful, 
but in this case 1 did not feel a 
flicker of discomfort, let alone pain. 

It felt like Berger finished clean- 
ing my teeth within a minute or 
two. He said that inhaling N2O 
makes time seem compressed, 
which was indeed die case. 

After he cleaned my teeth, he told 
me Lcould finish listening to the 
song that was playing on the radio, 
and then he'd start to decrease die 
amount of N2O I was breathing in. 

When he started doing this, I 
remember having the feeling of 
coming back down to earth. It was 
almost a letdown. I wouldn't have 
minded inhaling the gas for at least 
a litUe, if not a lot. longer. 

As I came back to reality. I felt a 
shift from focusing on sensations 
U) focusing on Uioughts. I started 
Uiinking of questions to ask B^g^ 
andG(xe. 

They told me diat Uiey have seen 
people laugh a lot louder Uian I did 
while on the N2O. "Everyone's dif- 
ferent," Gore said. 

Berger said once he was adminis- 
tering NjO to a young teenage girl 
and her motho' was in the room and 
die girl started telling her mother 
all die tilings she didn't like about 
her. 

"You'll lose all your inhibi- 
tions," he said. "I guess she was 
holding all Uiat in." 

He added, though, that such out- 
bursts are rare, and that usually 
people simply laugh, smile and 
have a good time. 

"I think some even have too good 
a time," he said. "Tliey don't want 
to come back to reality." 

Gore added Uiat people do not 
need to (est going to die (bntist. 
"Thin^ are k) advanced these days, 
and so fflfe," he said, "Uial Uie only 
tiling people have to fear are their 
own imaginations." '> 
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holds master degrees in journalism and psychology and a Ph.D. in philos- 
ophy from the University of Bucharest 

Today, Ms. Enista is a clinical psychotherapist treating troubled youth 
in both private practice and at St. Claire Hospital, Morristown, NJ. As 
she related experiences in her life in a totalitarian world, most of us in the 
audience were suddenly aware of how much we Ammcans take fw granted. 

From my notes, 1 want to share some of things she told us. When she 
graduated from college in the early '60s, she was selected for "superior 
training." When she declined, she was banished to a city with no electricity 
to teach for a year. After that, she agreed to write for the govanmenL 

She began by explaining that "TTie Communist Party was the only party 
and Romania was a super Orwellian society and regime." As a child, she 
had enjoyed writing poetry. Once she wrote a poem comparing herself to a 
bird in a cage, not ready to fly into the world as an adult. Tlw Party leaders 
confronted her with this heresy, saying she should be looking forward to 
assuming her place as a responsible adult in the Party! After this en- 
counter, she gave up writing poetry. 

Ms. Enista told of editing unpleasant scenes before putting them on 
television. She explained how the people did without breal for days so that 
enough could be saved to display when the Party IsaAeis inspected the mar- 
ket. Once, when a leader said he wished to tour another market, he was de- 
layed so that the same produce could be rushed to the next market. It was 
all "an ornamental vision of reality!" 

Once, she was seeking the truth about the disappearance of students who 
had shown concern for the young man who burned himself to death in 
Bucharest. There were rumors that fellow students who were sympathetic 
had been sent to an insane asylum. Her search was cut short as the Party 
questioned her loyalty. She was interrogated for days by a voice from be- 
hind a black cwain, never seeing a face. 

"Duplicity and suspicion were the daily ration." She was never allowed 
to be real, and opposition was futile. Even after she sought asylum, she 
was terrified. Worried that the government would take levojgc on her fam- 
ily for her "betrayal," she visited the Romanian Embassy in D.C. and felt 
she was being followed. 

Soon after her arrival here, she attended a news confoence in Ifouston, 
Texas. She could not believe the journalists could ask President Richard 
"Nixon such damning questions. In fear, she waited fot arrests or execution 
to follow. Then, slowly she became "mesmerized by the sense of liberty 
and freedom of the press." . , • , .u- 

She concluded, "Communism failed by itself. It was simply tune for the 
regime to self-destruct." Her main regret today is that Ammcans do not 
know much about Europe, especiaUy Romania, and said it wiU take a long 
time for her native country to develop into a democracy. 

As she stepped back from the podium, the audience rose as one to ap- 
plaud the lesson she had taught us - what it means to be a citizen m a free 
society.

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in the teacher's edition is not the same story as in the student edition, or 
tiiat Uie curriculum guide is for a textbook Uiat will not even be in the 
buildings until next year. Time will take care of most of these problems 
but time, itself, is another problem for teachers tiiis year. 

Because there is so much new material and because everyone wants to 
make sure they're marching in the same direction, there have been numer- 
ous meetings about various parts of Uie curriculum. Since elementary 
teachers have very litUe time during Uie school day when they are not 
teaching, most of these meetings have occurred before and after school. 
This tiien becomes another problem to deal witii when someone is already 
spending long periods of time preparing lessons to have to add extra time 
to their work day attending meetings. 

Large school systems tend to have communication lags just by virtue of 
die human effort it takes lo reach so many buildings and people; but this 
year, tiiat too seemed to contributed to die high level of frustration. There 
seemed to be too many different answers to the same questions and no an- 
swers to other questions and die rumor mill was churning faster than a 
high speed fax machine. 

All of diese issues overlaid by an aura of heavy-handedness and 
intimidation led us to the special school board meeting held recendy where 
everyone hoped Uiat Uie high level of frustration and anxiety would be 
eased. BoUi Uie VBEA and Uie administration made recommendations for 
improving Uie situation and lowering tensions. 

Among VBEA's recommendations woe, delay implementation of maUi 
and social studies curriculum for one year; a one-monUi moratorium on 
before or after-school meetings; expand Uie use of teacher assistants in 
classrooms; allocate additional money for supplies and materials; and 
greater flexibility in use of curriculum guides. Among the administration's 
recommendations were die delay of die math and social studies curricula; 
November and January teacher work days to be used for planning wiUi no 
city-wide inservice; reduction in school generated reports; and more flexi- 
bility at die building level. 

Now Uiat Uie major concerns have been publicly recognized, tochers are 
waiting to see what actions Uie school division will officiaUy take to help 
provide relief for an ir^reasingly unmanageable situatiwi.

I would highly recommend laughing gas to patients who have 
trouble relaxing and feeling conifortable at the dentist's office, 
but I would urge those who do opt to inhale it to communicate 
with their dentists beforehand, to find out what to expect, and 
to make sure they will be able to let the dentist know if the level 
of of nitrous oxide being inhaled is too high. My dentist said he 
rarely puts patients on a ration higher than a 50 percent nitrous 
oxide, and that usually he keeps them around in the 30 to 40 
percent ratio area. Too much nitrous oxide can make one feel 
lightheaded or dizzy, so find out your dentist's policies before- 
hand. 

Also, be sure you have a chaperone in the room, no matter 
how much you may trust your dentist. It just makes good 

sense. 

Anyone out there with a phobia about going to the dentist, 
who has teeth that need anention ought to go and give laughing 

gas a try. 

But let us not forget that the dental procedure of inhaling ni- 
o-ous oxide is not something designed for our fiin and amuse- 
ment.

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Cancer Facts 



The American Cancer Society 
has released the following cancer 
prevention data: 

Smoking - Cigarette smok- 
ing is responsible for 85 percent 
of lung cancer cases among men 
and women 75 percent among 
women - about 84 percent ov»- 
all. Smoking accounts for about 
30 percent of all cancer deaths. 
Those who smoke two or more 
packs of cigarettes a day have 
lung cancer mortality rates 15 to 
25 times greater than non-smok- 
ers. 

Nutrition - Risk for colon, 
breast and uterine cancers in- 
creases for obese people. A high- 
fat diet may be a factor in the 
development of certain cancers 
such as breast, colon an(| 
prostate. High-fiber foods m^ 
help reduce the risk of colon ca% 
cer. Foods rich in vitamins A an^ 
C may help lower risk for cancers 
of larynx, esophagus, stomach 
and lung. 

Eating cruciferous vegetables 
such as cabbage, broccoli, brus- 
sels sprouts, kohlrabi and 
cauliflower may help protect 
against certain cancers. Salt- 
cured, smoked and nitrite-cured 
foods have been linked to 
esophageal and stomach cancer. 
The heavy use of alcohol, espe- 
cially when accompanied by 
cigarette smoking or chewing to- 
bacco, increased risk of cancers of 
the mouth, larynx, throat, 
esophagus, and liver. 

Sunlight • Almost all of the 
more than 500,000 cases of non- 
melanoma skin cancer developed 
each year in the U.S. are consid- 
ered to be sun-related. Such 
exposure is a major factor in the 
development of melanoma, and 
the incidence increases for those 
living near the equator. 

Alcohol - Oral cancer and 
cancers of the larynx, throat, 
esophagus, and liver occur more 
frequently amcmg heavy drinkei^ 
of ^cdiol. 

Smokeless tobacco - In* 
creased risk factor for cancers of 
the mouth, larynx, throat, and 
esophagus. 

Estrogen - For mature 
women, there are certain risks 
associated with estrogen treat- 
ment to control menopausal 
symptoms, including an increased 
risk of endcMfietrial cancer. Use of 
estn^en needs careful discussion 
by the menopausal woman and 
her physician. 

Radiation - Excessive expo- 
sure to radiation can increase 
canc^ risk. Most medical X-rays 



are adjusted to deliver the lowest 
dose possible without sacrificing 
image quality. The ACS believes 
there is a potential problem of 
radon in the home. If levels are 
found to be too high, remedial 
actions should be taken. 

Occupational - Exposure to 
a number of industrial agents 
(nickel, chromate, asbestos, vinyl 
chloride, etc.) increases risk. Risk 
factors greatly increased when 
combined with smoking. 

Colorectal - The ACS rec- 
ommends three tests for the early 
detection of colon and rectum 
cancer in people without symp- 
toms: the digital rectal examina- 
tion performed by a physician 
during an office visit, every year 
after the age of 40; the stool 
blood test every year after 50; and 
the proctosigmoidoscopy exami- 
nation every 3 to 5 years after the 
age of 50 following 2 annual ex- 
ams with negative results. 

Pap test - For cervical can- 
cer, women who are or have been 
sexually active, or have reached 
18 years, should have an annual 
Pap test and pelvic examination. 
After a woman has had three or 
more consecutive satisfactory 
normal exams, the pap lest may 
be performed less frequently at 
the discretion of h^ physician. 

Breast - The ACS recom- 
mends the monthly practice of 
breast self-examination by 
women 20 years and older. Phys- 
ical examination of the breast 
should be done every three years 
from ages 20 to 40 and then ev- 
ery year after that. The ACS rec- 
ommends a mammogram every 
year for asymptomatic women 
age 50 and over, and a baseline 
mammogram between ages 35 to 
39. Women 40 to 49 should have 
mammography every one or two 
years, dependkig on physical and 
mammogn4)hic findings. 

The American Cancer Society 
warns people to be alert to the 
following cancer warning symp- 
toms. A person with any of these 
symptoms is urged to alert his or 
her physician. 

• A change in bowel or blad- 
der h^its. 

• A sore that does not heal. 

• Unusual bleeding or dis- 
charge. 

• Thickening or lump in 
teeast or elsewhoe. 

• Indigestion or difficulty in 
swallowing. 

• Obvious change in wart or 
mole. 

• Nagging cough or hoarse- 
ness.

father. "You can tell a 1(H more by 
looking at h^ daddy," Brothers said, 
"and the type of relationships these 
two have will greatly affect the 
girl's relationships with men in the 
future." 

• People who take a strictly 
matter-of-fact, "scientific" attitude 
toward sex and courtship will not 
be as happy and fulfilled as those 
who are "sentimental, and let their 
emotions flow," she said. 

• It is also better not to marry 
someone too much like oneself, 
noted Brothers. 

And Brothers gave the audience 
the following true/false questions, 
and answers: 

• Most marital arguments 
are started by wives. - True. "Wives 
start nine out of 10 marital fights." 
Brother said. 

• When dining out, men or- 
der old standbys and women order 
exotic fare. - True. Brothers added 
that "women who enjoy food the 
•nost also enjoy sex the most." 

• Women are more cheerful 
and optimistic than men. - 
False. "Women get dejxessed more 
often," she said. 

• Women are more likely to go 
to pieces in trying situations than 
men are. - False. Women become 
more frustrated by "the little 
things." she said, "but when it 
comes to the big issues, women 
can hold it together much better 
than men can." 

• Woman have more night- 
mares than men do. - True. 
Women have twice as many. 
Brothers noted, "and they also re- 
quire more sleep than men do." 

• Men have more colds than do 
women. - False. Women have one- 
third more colds than men do, she 
said, adding that those in love have 
fewer colds than anyone else. 

• Women change their 
minds more often than men do. • 
False. Women take longer to make 
up their minds, she noted, but once 
they do. they are more likely to 
stick with their decisions. 

• Men have more complaints 
about marriage than do women. 
- False. Women complain "much 
more" about their marriages said 
Brothers. "They (women) complain 
about everything from (their hus- 
band's) drinking to his watching 
TV. Men's biggest complaints 
about women have to do with sex." 

Brothers that comedian Rodney 
Dangerfield once declared that he 
only enjoyed having sex with is 
wife when she had the hiccups. 

• Women lie about their 
age more than men do. - False. 
Men lie more often about their age, 
said Brothers, but when women do, 
they "really lie - they say they are 
10 or 20 years younger than they 
are, while men usually just say 
they are a couple years younger 
(than they arc)." 

This point led Brothers into a 
discussion of women and makeup, 
and she told another joke - "What 
do you find when you remove 
Tammy Baker's makeup?" she 
asked, replying, "Jimmy Hoffla." 

• Most husbands are more In- 
telligent than their wives. - True. 
Women tend to be attracted to men 
they can look up to. Brothers said, 
but the diff^ence in intelligence is 
minimal. When a man marries a 
woman who is either smarter or 
richer then he is, the chances for 
divorce are much greats, she said. 

Brothers ended her talk with a 
question and answer session in 
which she noted Uiat "there is no 
one right person for each person. 
You can u^uly be in love with, and 



have successful relationships or 
marriages with different people - 
what makes relationships or mar- 
riages work is love and commit- 
ment. 

"Having the same care and con- 
cern for another's well being as you 
have for you own is what love is 
about," she said. 

Brothers received a standing ova- 
tion. 

Aging and Success 
Other featured seminar speakers 
were Betsy Trundle, a Atti- 
tudeA'itality/Appearance (AVA) 
company spokesman, and Sheryl D. 
Bailey, founder and president of 
S.D. Bailey and Associates. Inc., a 
management development and con- 
sulting company. 

Trundle talked about "how to stay 
young," noting that "staying young 
at heart, having a good attitude and 
keeping childlike qualities" enable 
women (and men) at any age to 
seem young and exuberant. 

"Youth is a gift of nature," she 
said, "but age is a work of art." 

Bailey, a Harvard-trained 
economist and statistician, spoke 
on success and effectiveness. She 
called successful people "peak per- 
formers," and said that "peak per- 
formers are not born - they're 
made." 

Baily said that whatever one de- 
termine's and conceives for 
him^erself becomes reality. 

And she noted certain peak per- 
formers characteristics. 

They are committed to success, 
not activity, she said. 

"We must be aware of the dust- 
balls of busy-ness . . . peak 
performers are not workacoholics - 
they don't spin their wheels just to 
spin their wheels." 

Bailey said that peak performers 
work no harder than anyone else, 
but that they are "focused" and 
"targeted." 

She also said that peak perform- 
ers arc "motivated from within ... 
they see themselves as molders of 
their own destinies - they don't 
think that life happens to them, but 
rather that they mike life happen." 
Bailey said that "the stars will 
never line up just right by them- 
selves, and its up to us to line them 
up the way we want them." 

She said that peak performers 
have the three "S's" - selif-direction, 
self -discipline and self-managem«iL 
"It's rough out there in the real 
worid," she said, "and we need to 
have internal mastery to succeed. If 
we abdicate, we can't blame anyone 
else." 

Bailey said that preserving one's 
sense of self-esteem is vital to suc- 
cess. "The malcontent are always 
recruiting," she said. "We must 
watch the company we keep. We 
cannot be in it and not of it." 

Bailey said people, in order to 
succeed, must seek out situations 
that help them to be effective and 
which protect their self-esteem. 

"We need to be careful in this 
world, and we really need to look 
out for ourselves," she said. "We 
need to be our own guiders and 
protectors. No one else can do this 
for us." 

Bailey also noted that peak per- 
formers are those who focus on re- 
sults to achieve their missions. "It 
is easy to get so involved in proce- 
dure and process that we lose track 
of why we are doing something in 
the first place - peak performers 
never lose sight of the big picUire."

25th Street Haunted Fun House To 
Attract 2,000 "Victims" This Halloween 

Haunted House Pro- 
vides Safe But Scary 
Night Out For Kids

Adults have been known to 
leave the 2Sth Street and Atlantic 
Avenue Haunted Fun House in 
tears. 

But, according to owner Mark 
Brownell, the haunted house, 
which should pack a large crowd 
this Halloween, also gets a lot of 
laughs. 

"It has its moments. Lots of 
kids come out of here laughing. 
It's for fun too," said Brownell, 
who has owned the Atlantic 
Beach Club Corporation for four 
years. 

Brownell bought the 14,000 
square-foot building, renovated 
the old beach club and turned it 
into a teen concert hall. Because 
the hall was so large, Brownell 
transformed 8,000 square feet of 



it into the haunted house, which 
he says is the largest on die east 
coast. 

"The haunted house consists of 
42 different displays and a variety 
of other things," said Brownell. 

The haunted house, a 10- 
minute walk through a dark 
maze, features a graveyard, a 
strobe hall and live actors depict- 
ing characters such as Freddie 
Kruger. Jason and a mad butcher. 

"It's the main attraction ha% at 
the beach," said Brownell. "From 
9 p.m. to 2 a.m.. seven nights a 
week, there's a line to get in." 

Brownell received most of his 
"scary" merchandise firom Melvin 
Hooker, who once owned a 
haunted house on 21st Street and 
Baltic Avenue. When Hooker 
sold his property, he soU 50 per- 
cent of his merchandise to 
Brownell. 

"It's a real good haunted house. 
We've invested a lot in the dis- 
plays." he said. 

The haunted house runs from 
April to November each year. 



The rest of the year, the teen 
club, which hosts dances and 
bands, is the main attraction. An 
arcade room, featuring pool tables 
pintoll and various video games 
is also popular. Brownell said. 

Upstairs, a 300-seat family 
theater features puppet shows, 
magic acts and theater produc- 
tions on special nights. 

"It's pretty successful. We're 
designing it for families, the 
whole complex," Brownell said.

"I swerved into the left lane, but 
there were cars coming so I swerved 
back into my own huw where my 
tires hit mwe of the broken away 
road. I went off the road again and 
when I swerved back this time I 
cn^sed over the lane of oncoming 
traffic (about 50 yards from the first 
road repair) and the car fli{q»d three 
times." 

Geise was taken by ambulance to 
Ches^)eake Genial Ho^ital whoe 
she was treated and released.

Like Olde Mother Hubbffld, some 
of the newCity Coundlimembersare 
surprised to find that the city's cup- 
board is pretty bare. Coming on 
council full of vim and vigor, ready to 
roll up their sleeves and make the city 
ova as they had promised the voters, 
they are suddenly confiontnl with 
the awful truth that there isn't much 
money to do anything. Last wedc 
City Manago- Aubrey Watts, Jr.. 
spelled out in no uncertain terms that 
the city faces multimillion dollar 
shortfaUs in the city budget for at 
least the next two years. 

The causes are many. Reduction in funding by both die federal and state 
governments is a major factor, as is the reduction in military spending due to 
the gulf 'crisis, and cuts in the funding of the Department of Defense by 
Congress. The increased cost of gasoline will add almost a million dollars to the 
cost of city operations. Revenues have also slipped due to the nationwide slump 
in the economy. People are buying fewCT automobiles che^)er ones, resulting 
in a reduction in personal property taxes collected. 

The city manager however is optimistic and expects to be able to meet the 
shortfalls by taking strong austerity measures to reduce spending to a mini- 
mum. It will witail not making up wifli city funds cuts in state funding, except 
in very essential areas. A hiring freeze will continue and hopefully any cuts in 
personnel will be taken care of by attrition. Conservation will be stressed in all 
areas, particularly in the consumption of gasoline and other fuels. Cuts will 
have to be made in grants from the city on 75 cents-on-the-dollar ratio. 

With these and other measures the city manager expects the city to weather 
the storm, with no major disruption of essential services. He strongly emjia- 
sized that he would only be able to do this if he had the full backing of city 
council and the cooperation of Virginia Beach residents. Members of council 
were so impressed that they suggested that Watts make this same presentation 
live to the general public on Channel 29. Make sure you don't miss this very 
^important presaitation when it is aired in the near future. It's an eye-openw. 

With this as the background, the council is holding workshops on the 
proposed Capital Improvement Program (CIP). It is a very impressive and 
ambitious program. It is also a very expensive one. Where is the previous 
council had been very conservative and sought the greatest bang for the dollar, 
this program, in comparison is extravagant. The previous council had refused 
to use Senator Clancy Holland's $8 million-a-year road bond authority, recog- 
nizing that the only way to pay the debt sovice on these bonds would be to raise 
taxes. They also used "pay as you go" on many projects, saving the city the 
almost 100 percent additional cost in interest if bonds had been used. In spite 
of these constraints, the city had probably thebestplanned. mostefficienUy run, 
most economical building program in its history. It was also one of the largest 
for any city of its size in the country. 

Tlie new CIP will make full use of the Holland Road Bond authority (a total 
of$80,000,000overal0-year period). Taxes.however. will not be raised to pay 
for this! It's all done with minors borrowed from Washington where they are 
going out of style. 

True, the city has saved millions by canceling the Constitution flyover and 
are using the funds elsewhere. But was this a complete saving? The flyover was 
a part of an overall plan to solve the traffic problems in the city's Pembroke 
area. Without it, other parts of Uie plan may not work very well at all. The 
Virginiat Beach Boulevard-Independence intersection was planned with the 
Constitution flyover taking a good part of the tfaffic. Without it, the Virginia 
Beach Boulevard-Indq)endence intersection will shortly have a rating of "F." 
Even no w , the new off-ramp flyover from the toll road backs up as badly as ever 
except there is more room to hold cars. It wasn't just die Pembroke Central 
Business District tiiat would benefit from the Constitution flyovw. 

Hasty changes without careful planning have a bad habit of backfiring. We 
hope that those who plan our city are well aware of this. Chickens also quite 
often come home to roost.

The United Nations was organized 45 years ago, at the close of World 
War II. It became official on Oct. 24, 1945 when the required number of 
nations signed its constitution, the United Nations Charter. 

Among its purposes are to maintain international peace and security and 
to ju;hieve international cooperation in solving problems. During the Cold 
War, many complained that all that came from the UN was hot air. It is 
u\ie that the UN has often failed in its mission, but there have been no- 
table successes. 

Currently, its resolutions condemning the occupation of Kuwait and 
imposing tl^ sanctions against Iraq could pove effective in resolving that 
problem peacefully. Now it seems to be doing what it was created to do. It 
has the United Nations to stop aggression. 

With the large military population in Virginia Beach and in the Hamp- 
ton Roads area, the situation in the Persian Gulf has had a particular im- 
pact on our community. It is reassuring that so many nations have sup-

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Human Rights Commission Decision To Be Made Nov. 6 



City Council members Tuesday 
expressed doubt that the city needs 
its own human rights commission 
or that an expenditure of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to support 
such a body would be justified. 

The public, however, will be 
given a chance to express its views 
It the Nov. 6 council meeting be- 
fore council (tecides whether to pro- 
ceed with further suidy in prq)£ffa- 
tion to establishing a commission. 

Citizens, mostly from the black 
community, on Sept 23 asked 
council to endorse the commission 
concept Councilman Paul J. 
Lanteigne then asked what a local 
commission would do that the State 
Council on Human Rights does 
not At the time, George Minns, 
president to the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the NAACP, said, 
"Your vole today (to support the 
concept) will let us know where 
you stand on civil rights." 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
Jr., at Tuesday's workshop, said 
that the city should "at least give a 
little man a chance." 

He asked, "Are you going to 
Richmond to get a warrant? Give 
them a chance, but I do not think a 
problem exists." He added, how- 
ever, that "a lot of the problems 
that may exist in the minds of mi- 
norities are not real." 

Other council members »cmed to 
think that the council would be 
creating a problem with a commis- 
sion. 

"If we open this up," said Coun- 
cihnan Robert W. Clybum, "it will 
be used. We will have people 
standing in liiK. Is that ne<«ssay?" 

The discussion followed a report 
by City Attorney Leslie i-Uley on 
the sute's enabling authority to 
form such a ammission and on the 
six Virginia communities that al- 
ready have local commissions. Of 
the six localities with commissions 



- Alexandria, Arlington County, 
Fairfax County, Newport News, 
Petersburg and Richmond - Fairfax 
has the highest budget, $676,000. 
Among the areas where commis- 
sion exist, local ordinances also are 
in effect a paralleling state aid fed- 
eral law prohibiting discrimination 
in housing, employment public ac- 
commodations, credit and education. 
The commission includes an 
executive director and staff and has 
specific powers and duties ranging 
from advisory and educational to 
investigative and complaint resolu- 
tion. 

The state council has reviewed 
120 complaints so far Uiis year and 
has a budget of $206,000. Figures 
were not available on the number of 
Uiose cases which originated in this 
area. 

Council members who questioned 
the need for a commission felt that 
a number of state, federal and local 
agencies, both public and private, 
already are in existence to address 
the issues that would be considered 
by the commission. 

Lilley said that one of the advan- 
tages in having a IcKal agency 
rather than a state agency is that Uie 
complaints could be resolved more 
quickly. One of the goals of the 
stale couikU, he said, is to eiKour- 
age the formation of local comnus- 
sions. 

Clybwn wanted to know, "are we 
creating a commission or are we 
aeating a bigger issue?" 

Shortly after Uborfest 1990, 
members of U« church community 
formed a Fellowship Council to 
look into human rights complaints.

Brazier said that the council is 
concerned primarily with the per- 
ceived discrimination against the 
black minority, but a commission 
will have to include all citizens. 

Obemdorf said that the council is 
aware that other minorities exist in 
the city and that's why the council 
wants to Itold a public hearing. 

The council has no connection 
with the proposed commission. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she has no objection to 
any group in the city holding pub- 
lic hearings, but Uiat "we're talking 
about two separate issues." She said 
that she agreed with Brazier that 
dlKrimination did not always have 
to do with blacks. 

Obemdorf said Uiat the council 
informed die local legislators of its 
existence "just to let us know," and 
did not ask for an endorsement.

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the question remains - 
whether the city needs Uie commis- 
sion or not.

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Leduc said she's not sorry she 
married a Navy man. In fact, it was 
the Navy that brought the couple 
together. 

Leduc grew up in the Coast 
Guard town of Astoria, Oregon. 
The old community, which used to 
be a Navy port, holds a regatta each 
year that features several Navy 
ships. At the time, in 1984, Leduc 
was working for the local newspa- 
per and acting as the regatta's parade 
chairman. 

Leduc met Jim at a social func- 
tion the night before the regatta 
and said it was "love at flrst sight." 
The two spent the week together 
and before he left, Leduc h^ made a 
reservation to visit him in Hawaii, 
where he was stationed. 

Leduc spent two weeks in Hawaii 
that September and was engaged by 
the time she left. In January, she 
moved to Pearl Harbor to be closer 
to her fiance. 

They were married in March and 
were transferred to Norfolk in 
November. Leduc was already preg- 
nant with their flrst child. 

"The longest he had ever been 
gone was seven weeks. I was really 
spoiled," Leduc said. "At the time, 
during those seven weeks, I had a 
lot of company. Everyone wanted 
to come visit" 

When the Leducs first moved to 
the area, Jim was on shore duty at 
the Little Creek Amphibious Base. 
In July 1989, he requested a posi- 
tion as storekeeper senior chief on 
the landing dock ship, the ship 
went out to sea a year later. 

"As a Navy wife, I know that's 
their job. I'm not going to sit here 
and whine and cry for six months. 
It's not like you don't know it's 
going to happen," said Leduc. 
"You've got to expect that. It's a 
normal routine function." 

Leduc said she was very calm me 
day her husband left. She said she 
explained to her two young boys 
why daddy was leaving and saw him 
off at the pier. The reality of him 
being gone didn't hit her until later 
that day when she returned from 
work and sat down to eat dinner. 

"I have missed him a lot. but we 
have survived. We've kept busy," 
she said. "In a way there's a certain 
amount of relief. You know he's 
gone, you have six months to wait 
and hell be back."

Leduc said she hears from her 
husband often, but has not actually 
heard his voice. The only way to 
call home for the men on the ship 
is through a ham radio operator. 
Leduc said the guys prefer not to 
use it because anyone else in the 
world with a ham radio can tune 
into their conversations. Plus, the 
lines to use it are long and the a>n- 
nection is biuL 

Leduc said she receives about one 
or two letters per week from her 
husband, as do hd* boys. Letters 
take about a week to arrive, and 
packages take a little longer. The 
mail, she said, goes through Spain, 
New York and then to the families. 

Leduc said she often sends pack- 
ages of candy, toiletries, pictures 
and videotapes. The chiefs wives 
have all pitched in to send the m^ 
a Nintendo game. 

"I feel guilty if I don't write ev- 
eryday," she said. 

Leduc said she often gets lonely 
and emotional, especially when she 
hears love songs on the radio or 
when things go wrong at home. It 
surprises her, since she once referred 
to herself as the "Rock of Gibral- 
ter." 

"He's my best friend, too. It's 
kind of sad to not have your best 
friend here," she said. 

Leduc said when times get tough 
and the wives' morale is down, the 
ship's ombudsman offers informa- 
tion and siippon about the ship's 
activides^. As president Of the ship's 
Navy Suppon Group, Leduc spends 



a lot of time with other Navy 
families. 

"Just knowing there's a group of 
people who share like circum- 
stances," she said, helps ease the 
pain of loneliness. "We try to keep 
busy and think about the positive. 
They say absence makes the heart 
grow fcMido"." 

The suppon group keeps in con- 
tact with the ship's ombudsman and 
c^tain, who often sends the wives 
short messages. The group also 
holds social functions, including 
picnics, dinners and parties for the 
children. 

Leduc said there is much em- 
phasis on how hard it is for the 
wives to survive back home. But, 
she said, it is much harder for the 
men. The ship is crowded and often 
they And it hard to find time to be 
alone. 

"The most important function a 
Navy wife has is to ensure her hus- 
band that she's keeping the home 
fires burning," she said. 

Many husbands worry that their 
wives either won't be there for them 
when they return or that things 
aren't getting done at home. 

"I get tired of hearing women 
whine 'Oh, woe is me.'" she said. 
"When you marry into the Navy, 
that's pan of the package." 

Leduc is hoping that the ship 
will return by its scheduled date. 
Since it's been out to sea. the ship, 
which is in the Mamba Station in 
Liberia serving as a backup unit for 
the American Embassy, has not 
been to port. But. world events do 



change, and the slightest problem 
could have her husbarld overseas 
tonga- than expected. 

"I'll be sad, disappointed. You 
deal with it when the time comes. I 
think the majority of Navy wives 
feel that way." she said. "We'rt al- 
most at the halfway mark and so far 
we haven't had any major incidents 
on or off the ship." 

Leduc said she hopes the ship 
leaves Libo'ia before Christmas to 
complete its deployment and come 
home. She and her sons will be 
spending Thanksgiving in New 
York with Jim's family. And she 
will keep the Christmas tree up 
until February. 

Jim plans to stay in the Navy 
until his career is over, Leduc said. 
And that's okay with her. He's al- 
ready been in for 13 years, and is 
eligible to retire aft^ 20 years, but 
she said she thinks hell stay on. 

"He loves the Navy. He loves his 
job. I was mildly disappointed 
when he was excited about going 
back out to sea," she said. 

Leduc said the family plans to 
visit Disney World when her hus- 
band returns. Then, she said, the 
couple will take their own vacation 
together. 

"Homecoming will hopefully be 
a joyous day on the pier." she said.

Lt. John Williams. Tidewater 
Mensa's (TM) local secretary, said 
he thinks Mensa "is primarily a 
social organization," but Mensa, 
headquartered in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
also maintains the Mensa Educati(Mi 
and Research Foundation (MERF), 
which encourages social and psy- 
chological research, especially pro- 
jects that concern the intellectually 
gifted. Mensa also awards scholar- 
ships to students enrolled in accred- 
ited American colleges. 

While some put Mensans down 
for "wearing their intelligence on 
their sleeves," some Mensans say 
that this is not what they're about. 

"We need organizations which are 
committed to literacy and improv- 
ing thinking skills," Williams said. 

"And Mensa membership is not a 
birthright, as K>me accuse us of," 
added Tidewater Mensan Chris 
Hufflne. a graduate student. "The 
tests Mensa accepts only require 
candidates to solve a number of 
reasoning problems . . .minds can 
be taught to solve problems. This 
is not all genetic." 

Hufflne added that Mensa's em- 
phasis on problem-solving, rather 
th^ on memorization, "is what the 
world needs. You can't memorize 

what it takes to run organizations 
and make key decisions. 

"An individual, in order to score 
highly on any aptitude test, must 
have a desire to learn," he added. 
"Mensa encourages this." 

Still to some, Mensa exists for 
mental exhibitionists who enlist to 
let others know how bright they 
are. The dissenters' view is that 
"intelligence is a tool to be used in 
life," said Mensan Lois Dougan, 
"not something to wear for dis- 
play." 

Dougan said that she has known 
Mensans "who do not use their in- 
telligence in a real life way. What

good does an intelligent brain do if 
you don't use it to some good?" 

But many history-makers of 
some sort or other have been Men- 
sans. Mensans of past and present 
include Isaac Asimov, scientist; 
Buckminster Fuller, global engi- 
neer; Theodore Bike, entertainer; 
James Fairbanks, Olympic com- 
petitor; Susan Clough, ex-President 
Carter's secretary and Donald Pe- 
tersen, Ford Motor Company's 
chairman. 

One of Mensa's most visable 
functions is operating special inter- 
est groups (SIGS), said Williams. 
"There are hundreds of different 
SIGS, which reflects Mensans' 
many interests and needs," he said. 
Local SIGS include the Gourmand 
SIG, which meets to eat, and the 
H.O.A.G.I.E. (Hang Out and 
Gather Individually at Events) SIG. 

Many Mensans really enjoy the 
organization because they think 
"intelligent people have a need to 
associate with other intelligent 
people," Williams said. "It's not a 
matter of being snobby." 

Tidewater Mensan Chris Hebert, 
a public school teacher, said she felt 
like she "found her niche" when she 
found Mensa. "It's not that we're 
better than anyone else," she said, 
"but we are diffaiwiL" 

Mensa is an egalitarian organiza- 
tion with 147 local groups and a 
paid staff of 17 members. It pub- 
lishes various newsletters, holds an 
annual meeting, and Mensa SIGS 
hold meetings "all the tiime, all 
owei the place," Williams said. 

Tidewater Meaisa, begun in 1970, 
holds a monthly meeting at a des- 
ignated members' house. 

Also, there are TM groups that 
meet regularly for happy hours, and 
TM has otl^r local SIGS. 
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Too many politicians are willing to say or do just 

about anything to get votes. That's not my approach;

A Child's World Can Be Bettered By Design 



A child's room can be whimsi- 
cal and witty, fun and fanciful, or 
demure and dainty, but it must 
also be functional. 

So advises Patty Beroardi, de- 
sign expert for Forbo-Mayfair, 
whose "Whizz Kids" collection 
of kid-style, mix-and-match 
wallcoverings are delighting 
both parents and children from 
coast to coast 

"What's so great about 'Whizz 
Kids' is that its wallcoverings, 
borders and panels are educa- 
tional and easy-care as well as 
fun and decorative," says 
Bemardi. "For example, Uiere's 
a height chart that teaches mea- 
surements and the basics of 
telling time. But since the chart 
features all these whimsical 
mouse characters and comes in 
great colors, the child never 
realizes somebody is sneaking a 
bit of education into him." 

Consider Child's 
Taste 

Bemardi feels that the child 
should participate in the plan- 
ning of his room and that 
youngsters as young as five or 
six can add a lot of input 

"Remember that it should be 
the child's personal space where 
he can feel happy and comfort- 
able," warns Bemardi. "Don't 
force space-age themes on a 
pint-size traditionalist, who 
loves frills and pastels. Pattern 
her room pink stripes or pastel 
dots and furnish it with white 
wicker." 

Bernardi says that putting 
wallcoverings, borders and pan- 
els to work is the easiest and 
least expensive way to dress up a 
child's room. 



"Today's pattems make it easy 
to balance the tastes of parent 
and child," she says. "Start with 
an age-neutral wallcovering . . . 
one that spans the age brackets, 
so your decorating scheme can 
grow up right along with your 
child. If you like blue and the 
child likes red, compromise. 
Pick a wallcovering that has 
both blue and red in it And by 
all means let the child pick bor- 
ders and panels. They're easy to 
replace when he has outgrown a 
march of Noah's Ark animals or 
a teddy bear parade. By then he 
may have developed an interest 
in dinosaurs, the galaxy or ski- 
ing .. . Every one of these in- 
terests, plus a dozen others, are 
emphasized in 'Whizz Kids' bor- 
ders." 

How To Use Borders 

Borders can be used in many 
ways. The most common is to 
run a border around a room at 
chair rail height with coordinat- 
ing wallcoverings placed above 
and below the border. Another 
is to use the border at ceiling 
height and still another is to run 
it just above the baseboard. 
Non-directional borders can also 
frame windows, doors, mirrors 
and built-ins. 

There is no law that says Uiat 
borders must always be used with 
wallcoverings. If you've already 
painted the walls and find they 
look dull, just adding a border 
and/or a height chart will proba- 
bly do the trick. Designers often 
use two different borders in a 



room, one at chair rail height 
and anodier by die ceiling. But, 
of course, tiie borders must be 
color and design coordinated, so 
it is smart to pick Uiem from the 
same collection. 

Do-it-yourself decorators may 
also find tiie following Forbo- 
Mayfair tips helpful: 

• Always choose peelable 
wallcoverings for kids' rooms. 
That way it is easy to change 
colors. 

• The wallcovering for a 
child's room should be scrub- 
bable and tough. Solid vinyl 
types are perfect. They are 
amazingly impervious to finger 
marks and crayon artistry. 

• Recycling is an important 
part of today's world, so show 
your child how imagination and 
some wallcovering scraps can 
give an old table or chest a new 
lease on life. Cut motifs from 
borders or wallcoverings and 
paste thern - decoupage-style - 
on the piece of furniture. Or 
cover the whole thing with wall- 
covering. A coat of 
polyurethane will render the item 
tough enough for rough-housing. 

• Wallcoverings needn't be 
limited to Uie walls. Some of 
the most enchanting children's 
rooms feature ceilings covered 
with wonderful patterns. 




Gas Water Heater Also Heats Home 



An innovative new heating 
system uses one natural gas ap- 
pliance to do two jobs: heating 
water and heating space. 

The combo-heater system 
takes hot water (135 to 140 de- 
grees F) from a regular residen- 
tial gas water heater and 
circulates it through a closed 
system to a specially designed 
air handler. The air handler 
extracts heat from the water and 
uses it to warm air. While a fan 
or blower moves the warmed air 
(100 to 110 degrees F) through 
ductwork, the cooled water is 
returned to the water heater to be 
reheated.

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TM, ti^ local mensa unit, began 
in 1970 md has 270 membeis from 
throughout the Hampton Roads area 
Only about 20, however, arc "really 
active," noted Huffine. 

In an interview during their 
we^y happy hour get-together last 
Friday afternoon, most of the 
twelve Tidewater Mensans present 
said they joined because they found 
out they were eligible, and dso that 
tbey wanted to meet people. Most 
said they have stayed Mensa mem- 
bers because they like other Men- 
sans, and group conservations can 
be quite stimulating. Some noted 
that they feel like they "fit in" at 
Mensa gatherings moreso than they 
do at other group events. 

Want to know a little mrae about 
what Mensans are like and what 
makes them tick? The best way to 
do this is to meet them. 

So first, meet Great Neck resi- 
dent. Lieutenant John Robert 
Williams, TM's local secretary, 
as Mensans call their designated 
leader. Williams said he joined TM 
four years ago as a way to meet 
people, but he was initially sur-

As far as hobbies and interests 
go, Williams said he is a certified 
lifeguard who enjoys Bach music 
and reading. His favorite book is A

Hawking and his favorite food is 
stir fry. Williams said his favorite 
entertainer is Stan Freeman and his 
pet peeve is lawyers. 

HufTine, who lives across firom 
Lafayette Park, attends the Virginia 
Consortium for Professional Psy- 
chology, "so with Mensa and the 
graduate students 1 interact with, I 
have plenty of intellectual stimula- 
tion," he said. 

Huffine said he first heard about 
Mensa in a newspaper, and he 
joined two years ago. 

"I wanted to meet some fun. in- 
triguing people." he said, "and 1 
have. 

"But," Huffine said, "Mensans are 
definitely more 'thinking' types of 
people than they are 'feeling' types . 
. . sometimes I wish Mensans were 
more engaging interpersonally, not 
just intellectually." 

Huffine said he has always 
known he was bright and his grades 
in school "were not always 
wonderful, but they have gotten 
steadily better."

this brief survey and retuming it. 
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He said he enjoys creative writing 
and math and science. "I'm really 
pretty balanced, as far as intelli- 
gence goes," he said. 

He said that what he has noticed 
about himself and other bright peo- 
ple is that "we tend to be real cre- 
ative. We tend to think quickly and 
notice the connections and 
interrelationships of ideas." 

Huffine said he thinks 
"comedians must be bright. They 
have to get up there and think so 
quickly on their feet . . . Robin 
Williams and Billy Crystal must be 
geniuses." 

Bright people are genwally good 
at "synthesizing information," he 
noted. 

"But bright people may not spend 
as much time working on their so- 
cial skills," he said, "which some- 
times poSes a problem for them."

It's 
refreshing, but sometimes I wish 
people would come more from their 
guts and not so much from their 
heads." 

Huffine said one of his current 
interests in the men's movement, 
which, he said, "is U-ying to get 
men more out of their heads." 

His other interests include 
movies, volleyball, new age music 
and politics. 

"I'm a liberal city boy," he said. 
"Virginia Beach is pretty conserva- 
tive. To me, it feels like one 
gigantic suburb. It's a pretty 
homogeneous area." 

As far as favorites go, Huffine 
said he like the book The Little 
Prince and the movies Platoon and 
Sex, Lies and Videotape. To eat, he 
lives gyros, pork rinds and raw, 
"yes raw, pasta."

complicity of medical claims forms and the confusion of many elderly 
citizens in dealing with same. Mr. Jim Woods and Roy Wilby were the 
first uain»s, and eight counselors came from a local branch of the AARP. 
Initial counseling took place at the Central Library, however that program 
lasted only a short time due lo the lack of clients! It was evident that non- 
availability of public transportation to many areas prevented those which 
nee<ted assistance from accessing this service. 

In mid-1989 the Health Advocacy Office of AARP contacted Oayle Zy- 
dron, extension service agent with the local Department of Agriculture, to 
seek her assistance in expanding the MMAP service. Ms. Zydron contacted 
a number of local advocates for the elderly, and with the cooperation of Mr. 
Woods, Mr. Gordon Morton, AARP state director, Mr. Will Ashman of 
R.S.V.P., several members and the chair of the Mayor's Committee on 
Aging, a steering committee for MMAP was formed. Mrs. Marilyn Fall 
agreed to co-chair this group with Ms. Zydron, and eventually assumed the 
chairmanship, a position now filled by Mi. Russell Dyke. 

Publicity, via the local media, resulted in a flood of counselor appli- 
cants. Those with the highest qualifications were chosen for the first class 
of 50 members, who were u-ained by an instructor from the University of 
Wisconsin, Ms. Margie Groom. Training was completed in March of this 
year and counselors began manning sites that very month. 

Clients have been slow to avail themselves to this service, and I would 
urge you to respond to this opportunity.

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the school system and the city side of our local government Current City 
Manager Aubrey Watts is trying to avoid pitting one department of Uie city 
against anoUier in deciding where the cuts must be made. His notion is tiiat 
tiiere should be a fair division of burden from all departments of Uie city, 
including the schools. This is Uie typical "every department must cut their 
spending by a certain percentage" methodology. We must ask ourselves if 
Uiis is Uie best way to cut Uie budget in times of economic recession. 

Lopping off an equal percentage from all of Uie various deparUnents of 
city government is certainly the easiest way to do a very painful job. But, 
do we really want to cut back on our police or fire protection by Uie same 
percentage Uiat we cut back on Uie supplemental pay for constitutional of- 
i ficers? Are there some services of our local government Uiat we don't want 
to cut by one percwitage and other services would be cut by a larger per- 
centage? 

Ultimately, making cuts is a very political decision and must be made 
by our elected officials, based upon Uieir perceptions of what Uie public 
wants. The public hearings on Uie 1991-92 budget will be most important 
Uiis year. Every special interest must be prepared to stand up and speak out 
for its survival. Citizens who want the gifted program to continue at Old 
Donation Center must speak out. Parents who want Uie band program to 
continue must literally strike up Uie band. AUiletic supporters will need to 
do more Uian attend Uie games. Teachers will have to protect planning 
time, duty-free lunch and class size. Parents who want to see music spe- 
cialists and art specialists continue teaching their children will have to 
support Uie arts in a big way. 

City council might very well be forced to raise taxes to help offset Uie 
massive state budget cuts. But, Uie bottom line is Uiat any tax increases 
will still be accompanied by severe cuts to school programs and city ser- 
vices. Just like all civic-minded organizations, VBEA wUl be jumping into 
Uie fray on just what should be cut or not be cut. As a guiding philosophy, 
I suspect Uiat Uie organization will advocate cuts Uiat do not impact di- 
recUy on Uie insttuction and services Uiat Uie children receive. For exam- 
ple, out of city uavel should go before students are required to purchase 
texU)ooks. AdminisUative staff should be assigned back to Uie classroom 
before specialized art and music teachers are laid off. We should give uo 
sabbatical leave so Uie children can continue to have a school nurse in 
school all day long. 

As Uiis process begins in earnest over the next several monUis, the pub- 
lic has a chance to help influence what gets cut and what stays. Hqpefully, 
supporters of public education for Virginia Beach's children will stand up 
and be counted. 
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"We Uie peoples of Uie United Nations, determined to save succeeding 
generations from Uie scourage of war, which twice in our lifetime has 
brought untold sorrow to mankind, and to reaffirm faiUi in fundamental 
human rights, in the dignity and worth of Uie human person, in die equal

Otiier world art work is more 
commocialized ffiid geared to please 
people, she noted. 

"But," she said, "money really 
has nodiing at ail do widi art . . . 
this is why we have starving 
artists." 

McGreevey said diat while high 
ait world artists tend to exhibit flieir 
work (Nily in one-man exMlnls bte 
of otiier distractions, adtex ait worid 
aiti^ display dieir v/otk in outdow 
exhibits, in exhibits next to other 
art and in galleries widi an ide- 
ological focus. 

"You see otiier art worid art at the 
boardwalk art show and at Stockley 
Gardens," she said, noting diat diis 
work is o&ea "omsmner-criailed." 

And it is up to ftoplc not to be 
swindled by this consumer 
orientation," she added. "Viewers 
need^to take responsibility for 
educating dionselves about art, for 
reading, studying and exchanging 
ideas witii otiiers." 

In addition to tiieir oUier com- 
ments, all three critics had some 
good tilings to say about Hampton 
Roads' art community.

In 1950 the 
Art Comer changed its name to 
Tidewata Artists, and in 1959 it 
became TAA, Inc. Exhibits were 
held in tiie Norfolk Museum of 
Arts and Sciences from 1940, until 
it became the Chrysler Museum in 
1971. These regional exhibits were 
alternated witii a TAA showing 
called die Irene Leache exhibit 

TAA played a leading role in die 
establishment of Norfolk's D'Art 
Center, said the organization's 
president, Constance Fahey, a 
Kempsville resident.

Siblings Reminsce About Their 95-Year-Old 
Home And Life At The Oceanfront In The Early 



1900s

The Virginia Beach Ocean- 
front's appearance has changed 
drastically since the early 1900s, 
but there is still one house that 
stands tall among the high-rise 
hotels and resteurants. 



The deWitt Cottage, located on 
the Oceanfront at 12th Street, 
was built in 1895 and was the 
first and one of the largest brick 
homes to be built on the Ocean- 
front. Now, the deteriorating 
home is in the hands of the city 
and the Virginia Beach Founda- 
tion, and renovation plans are in 



the wOTks. 

Exactly how the house will be 
used has not been decided, but a 
wildfowl museum is a possibil- 
ity. (See related story.) 

But, no matter what the old 
house is transformed into, its 
owners, Katrine, Julia and Harriet 
deWiu, who live in Westminster 
Canterbury, and a sister living in 
Franklin, will always have fond 
memories of their childhood 
home.

Although the house was built 
in 1895, the deWitt family, orig- 
inally from Norfolk, didn't declare 
occupancy until 1909. Katrine 
recalls that her father, a banker, 
realized that cobblestone streets 
in Norfolk weren't a good play- 
ground for his seven children, 
five of whom were giris and two 
boys. 

He then bought the 22-room 
cottage from Bernard Peabody 
Holland, the city's first mayor. 
Holland and his wife Emily had 
occupied the house for about ten 
years until they built another 
house across the street, now a 
vacant lot adjacent to the Raven

To Renee Bemier-Carlson, her 
family comes first 

It was because of her decision to 
stay home with her two small chil- 
dren, that Bemier-Carlson dreamed 
up the idea of Geri Giraffe. 

Geri is an eight-foot character 
that was brought into being when 
Bemier-Carlson was reading a book 
to her two-year-old daughter, Ellen. 
The idea to design a children's char- 
acter struck her when Ell^ named 
the fictional object "Geri." 

"The character ^jpeals to kids and 
it appeals to parents," the Thalia 
resident said. "He's really cute." 

Bemier-Carlson said h^ longtime 
sense of creativity has helped in de- 
veloping the character. A Northem 
Virginia native, she attended George 
Mason University for one year be- 
fore her family moved to Virginia 
Beach. Bemier-Carlson then en- 
rolled at Old Dominion University, 
where she majored in 
speech/communications and mi- 
nored in marketing/psychology. 

"I had it in my mind that I was 
going to be a reporter," said 
Bemier-Carlson, who was inspired 
by her television production 
classes. "I was just so fascinated by 
the whole production aspect of it" 

After college, Bernier-Carlson 
went to work for Electronic Sys- 
tems as a service sales representa- 
tive. A few years later, she became 
pregnant and began working part- 
time for the company as a telemar- 
keter. It was then that she applied 
her market! ng^romotions knowl- 
edge to her husband's screen print- 
ing company. 

"I never expected it would be as 
successful as it is today," she said 
of the company's new marketing 
deimrtment. "It's developed into a 
full-time department. It's brought 
so many new customers to the 
comfsny." 



When Bernier-Carison started 
having children and became a full- 
time mom, her mind started to 
wander. She was toying with the 
idea of licensing something, but 
knew it was difficult to do, when 
she came up with the Geri Giraffe 
klea. 




"I thought, 'why don't I design T- 
shirts of Geri Giraffe with white 
and primary colors.'" she said. 

Her next step was to ask her 
husband's illustrator to draw a de- 
sign for the character. She th«i sent 
packages to 10 children's party 
goods manufacturers and waited for 
their response. 

"There is one retailer that's in- 
terested in our printing T-shirts for 
their st(»^," she said. 

Now that she had the idea and a 
sketch of the giraffe, Bemier-Carl- 
son thought, she needed a costume 
to make the character complete. A 
fiiend of hers transformed an old 
gorilla suit into Geri Giraffe by 
sewing on colorful felt spots, and 
Bemier-Cvlson and her husband. 
Ken, constructed the head out of 
paper m^he'. 

"The costume has really set 
things ablaze," she said. "I was re- 
ally surprised with the response to 
the character. Kids really adwe him. 
He's the essence of innocence and 
childlike qualities." 

Since creating the character, 
Bemier-Carlson has performed as 
Geri Giraffe at seven diff^nt fes- 
tivals and tlte calls are still coming 
in.

35,000 Virginia Beach 
Residents Expected To 
Participate

One-hundred-and-forty Virginia 
Beach residents died of lung cancer 
in 1988. 

It's no wonder. Cigarette smoke 
contains tar, which consists of 
4,000 chemicals; 43 of them are 
cancer-causing. 

Not only does ci^rette smoke 
contain nicotine, Uie addicting (bug, 
but smokers also inhale cyanide, 
formaldehyde, methanol (or wood 
alcohol), acetylene (or fuel used in 
torches), ammonia, acetone (which 
is used in fingernail polish re- 
mover) and several poisonous 
gases. 

"If you smoke long enough, all 
that stuffs going to catch up to 
you," said Sukie McCormick, 
American Cancer Society (ACS), 
Virginia division, hotline manager. 

According to McCormick, 3,700 
lung cancer-related deaths will occur 
this year and 4,100 new lung cancer 
cases will surface. But, she added, 
the number of smokers overall, is 
decreasing. 

"People are quitting," she said. 
"Because of such efforts as the 
Great American Smokeout," to be 
held this year on Nov. 15. 

McCormick said that 28 percent 
of the city's population smokes; 31 
percent arc men and 27 percent arc 
women. Those figures have de- 
creased since the 1976 figures, 
when 42 percent of women and 32 
percent of men smoked. 

"When people are educated they 
tend to make more rational deci- 
sions," she said. 'The Surgeon 
General says smoking is responsi- 
ble for one out of six deaths in the 
United States." 

Not only does smoking cause 
lung cancer, McCormick said, but 
it may cause cancer of the mouth, 
larynx and esophagus. Smoking 
may also increase the chance of 
bladder, kidney, pancreas, stomach 
and cervix cancer. 

"It will increase your life if you 
don't smoke," said Colleen Lucas, 
ACS Virginia Beach Unit area rep- 
resentative. 

Lucas said that in 1987, more 
women died of lung cancer than 



breast cancer, which used to be the 
number one killer in women. 

Although 50 million Americans 
still smoke, McCormick said the 
Surgeon General has gotten the 
word out on the health risks of 
smoking. More people are quitting, 
or trying to quit, because the public 
opinion of smoking has changed 
and because when people start see- 
ing loved ones die from smoking, it 
makes them want to kick the habit

Most people try various ways of 
quitting, McCormick said. The 
most successful way, she said, is 
by quitting cold turkey. Others opt 
to attend support groups, such as 
the ACS "Fresh Start" program, or 
try other methods such as hypnosis 
and acupuncture. 

"We find that for more people, 
cold turkey seems to be the best 
way," she said. "It's never too late 
to quit. There are benefits to quit- 
ting." 

McCormick said even for people 
who have been smoking for 15 
years, there is hope. The body re- 
pairs itself when a smoker quits, 
but only if permanent damage 
hasn't already been done. 

On Thursday, Nov. 15, smokers 
will have the chance to stop smok- 
ing once and for all. The 13th an- 
nual Great American Smokeout 
will be observed, not only by the 
American Cancer Society, but by 
35,000 Virginia Beach residents, 
according to Lucas. 

Last year, 35.9 percent of the 
nation's smokers participated in the 
event; 5.2 million of them quit for 
24 hours and 3.9 percent were still 
not smoking one to three days later. 

"The purpose is to encourage 
peq)le to quit smoking for a day. If 
they can quit for a day you can 
possibly quit for a lifetime," said 
McCormick. 

The smokeout began in the early 
1970s when an editor of a Min- 
nesota newspaper asked the smok- 
ing community to give up the habit

for one day. The effort caught on 
and by 1974 there was"a mass 
movement for the smokeout 

"It really does work," said Lucas. 
"It's like a momentive movement 
every November. People know it's 
coming, so they give it another 
try." 

The American Cancer Society 
fully endorses the smokeout. On 
the day of the event, as well as 



Uuoughout the rest of the year, the 
ACS holds programs throughout 
the community to educate people 
against the hazards of smoking, 
holds smoking cessation programs 
and hands out pamphlets. 

"It's had a big impact It's really 
drawn attention on the local level. 
There's strength in numbers," said 
Lucas. "There's been a decrease 
since the smokeout began." 



Nicotine Anonymous Encourages 
Smokers To Give Up Cigarettes 



Nicotine has just recently been 
recognized as the most powerfully 
addictive drug in common use. 

Many Virginia Beach residents 
are trying or have tried to kick the . 
habit. Some have been sucessful, 
some have not. For smokers who 
still continue to puff away, there is 
an organization that can help lead to 
a smoke-free life. 

Nicotine Anonymous (N.A.), 
otherwise known as Smokers 
Anonymous, is one of the few, if 
not the only support group for 
smdcers in Tidewater. Accwding to 
"Janis D.," who began the program 
in July, the program is based on the 
same principles as Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 

"It's a self-help support group for 
people who would like to stop 
smoking nicotine," the Chesapeake 
resident said. "We share experience, 
strength and hope with each other." 

Since the program began, Janis 



said, a total of about 30 people 
have attended the meetings. They 
talk about how cigarettes have af- 
fected thier lives, how they at- 
tempted to quit, and give each other 
advice. 

"It's a core group of about six to 
eight people," she said. 

"Suzanne T.," a Hilltop resident, 
began her N.A. classes in July. A 
smoker for 25 years, Suzanne in- 
haled more than a pack a day. 

"I was willing to do anything to 
quit" she said. "I didn't want to die 
of lung cancer." 

Suzannb said she tried to quit 
several times by visiting a psy-' 
chologist who hypnotized her. 
Eventually, she just cut back on her 
nicotine intake and after five or six 
weeks, had quit smoking entirely. 

At Nicotine Anonymous, mem- 
bers are encoyraged to not smoke 
one day at a time.

The deWitt sisters, who have ownership of the house, have 
mov^ out and left die house in the handis of the city and the 
Virginia Beach Foundation, a non-profit or^tnizaticHi tiiat raises 
funds to restore Virginia Beach landmarks. The two have de- 
cided to purchase and renovate the house, but the question as to 
what to do with the house has still not bosn answered. A Wild- 
fowl Guild has expressed interest in occupying the house with 
a museum of wildlife artifacts.

Vote "Yes" On Nov. 6

On Nov. 6, the following question is going to be on the ballot, "Shall 
the provision in the Constitution of Virginia pertaining to the Literary 
Fund be amended so that proceeds from property seized and forfeited to the 
Commonwealth for drug law violation can be used to promote law 
enforcement?"

There are many members of the 
Virginia Beach community who 
probably feel it will be a waste of 
time to vote next Tuesday.

There 
are, however, four good reasons for

been very little about them discussed in the papers or on television. We would 
hate to think that this was on purpose, for they are of die greatest importance 
to the people of Virginia and particularly to the residents of Virginia Beach. 

The Constitutional Amendments are: 

Questran I 

"Shall the Constitution of Virginia be amended to authorize lower tax rates 
on person^ property belonging to persons 65 and older, or permanently and 
totally disabled, in defined cases?" 

Comment - Although there may be some old or disabled people who are well 
off or even rich, the majority of elderly people are poor (M" destitute and deserve 
every tax break possible. 

We hope on this question you will vote "Yes" (64). 
I Question! 

"Shall the provisions in the Constitution of Virginia pertaining to the 
Literary Fund be amended so that proceeds from property seized a/ui forfeited 
to the Commonwealthfor drug violations can be used to promote law ertforce- 
ment?" 

Comment - Proceeds from seized property now go into die state's Literary 
Fund. This is a Constitutional fund from which localities can borrow moiey for 
the construction of schools at low interestrates. Itisa truly worthwhile program 
which helps to reduce the cost of building die schools so urgently needed to 
educate our children. The amradment would in effect take yet more money 
away from our schools and put it into the bottomless pit of state general 
revenues. The question says die proceeds can be used to promote law oiftHce- 
ment but will law enforcement funds in die budget be cut an equal amount? We 
saw what happened to the proceeds from die lottoy. 

We hope on this question you will vote "No" (7^. 

Question 3 

"Shall the Constitution cf Virginia be amended to authorize a new ceuegory 
of local debt for transportation purposes which would be secured by pledged 
local tax revenues, subject lo limits on the amount of the debt and exempt from 
county voter approved requirements and municipal debt limits?" 

Comment - This amendment is equivalent to handing local govemmoits a 
blank signed ch^k. Without voter i^roval they can go ahead and bonow 
ahnost unlimited amounts of money for any harebrained tranqxirtation project 
Hie loan, at high interest rates, will be secured by pledging almost any reveniK 
source that you, the residents, will have to i»y. We believe this is part and parcel 
of the proposed Regional Transportation Authority which would have the 
authority to impose tolls or other fees to pay off the pledged boiuis. Some peopte 
even believe that some form of city income tax might be imposed. 

We hqie on tiiis question you will vole "No" (92). 

Question 4 

"Shall the Constitution ofVirgitua be amended to authorize a new category 
of debt for transportation purposes which would be secured by pledged tax 
revenues, subject to limits on the amomt of the debt, and not require voter 
approval?"

cows and 200 chickens, whose 
eggs deWitt shared with friends, 
KatriiKsaid. 

"He could see that Virginia 
Beach was becoming the place to 
go," she said, adding that her fa- 
ther then bought an entire two 
blocks, 12th and 13 Streets. 

When the family moved into 
the house it was pure bliss, ac- 
cording to Katrine, the 
spokesperson for the sisters.The 
house featured a solid brick 
basement with a coal-buming 
furnace, a spacious attic to play 
in, three fireplaces and a cupola, 
or domed structure, on the roof 
that once housed the beach's fu-st 
telegraph office. 

Katrine remembers that her fa- 
ther gave each child their own 
garden to tend to and swings to 
swing on. All of the deWitt chil- 
dren also had a job to do around 
the house, she said. 

"He was great on children hav- 
ing a good time," Katrine said, 
but, "Everyone was brought up 
to work along with play." 

In 1909, the deWitt children 
ranged in age from 10 years old 
to one year old. Even after the 
move, a train still carried the 
children to a private school in 
Norfolk. That is, until their fa- 
ther died in 1913. Before he died, 
three more children, two boys and 
a girl, were bom. 

Katrine and her sisters have 
many fond memories of their fa- 
ther. Because there were no life- 
guards back then, most Ocean- 
front residents became very good 
swimmers, including Mr. deWitt. 

"He used to take us in the 
ocean, even as babies," Katrine 
said. 

She remembers one night at 
the dinner table, the family heard 
cries for help coming from the 
ocean. Her fatl^r ran to the beach 
to see if he could help and ended 
up dragging three swimmers, half . 
■drowned, out of the surf. 

"The lifeguards are very 
important. People at the beach 
used to have to do that them- 
selves," she said. 

Harriet said her most vivid 
memories of growing up in the 
house were family affairs and 
swimming in the ocean. 

"Mama always knew where we 
were. She just had to look out 
the front winctow," she said. 

"They let us just run on the 
bc^h," Katrine oAd^. "When it 
was time to get us back at meal 
time, he blew a bugle and we 
came from every direction." 

Katrine said family life was 
voy different then than it is now. 
After Mrs. deWitl died ten years 
after her husband, the children 
learned quickly how to run a 
household and take care of each 
other. Since the deWiit's oldest 
sister had already married at the 
time of her mother's death, Julia, 
now 88, and another older sister 
became the younger childrens' 
"parents."

Katrine, the next oldest, who is a 
year younger than Julia. "The 
nieghborhood children were al- 
ways there. We had more children 
and more funny papers than any 
other house." 

Since both of their parents had 
passed away, the deWitt sisters' 
uncle handled all the family's fi- 
nances. He allotted a certain 
amount of money to the eldest 
sisters to pay for food and cloth- 
ing. But, Katrine said, relatives 
still insisted on sending the chil- 
dren clothing. Whatever they 
didn't wear, she said, was used to 
play "dress-up" in the attic. 

The deWitt children had no ra- 
dio or television to occupy their 
time, but they were never bored. 
They would sing songs, put on 
"shows," play cards, checkers 
dominoes and put together puz- 
zles. 

The sisters joked that after ev- 
ery meal one could always find 
the deWitts on one of the living 
room's low coaches, lounging. 

The de Witts enjoyed having so 
much company at the house. 
Sometimes, Katrine said, people 
would come for a few days and 
end up staying a few weeks. The 

deWitts nevo' charged penny their 
visitors a penny. Until the De- 
pression struck, that is. 

The deWitts lost everything 
during the Depression, Katrine 
said, including theu- uncle who 
was handling their money. From 
that point on, the children had to 
resort to charging guests to stay 
at the house. 

"We Couldn't exist without our 
friends. All through our life our 
friends have backed us up." she 
said. 

Because Katrine. Julia and 
Harriet were so busy raising the 
other children, or going to 
school, the Ham never married. 
At the time, Katrine said, if a 
woman was working and then got 
married, she was fired from her 
job. Katrine and Harriet both had 
long teaching careers. 

Most of the children came and 
went during the years that the 
deWitts lived in the hou%. Many 



of them did go on to get married, 
raise their own families. But, Ju- 
lia, Katrine and Harriet lived in 
the old peeling house until just a 
few years ago. 

In 1983 Harriet, known affec- 
tionately as Hiedi to her sisters, 
moved to Westminster Canter- 
bury, a retirement home located 
on Shore Drive. Julia joined her 
in 1987 and Katrine lived in the 
big house for a year by herself. 
Last year, when trespassers be- 



gan to frighten her, Katrine also 
moved to Westminster Canter- 
bury. 

AH three sistei^ hope to see 
the house put to good use. They 
are glad, they say, that it wasn't 
sold to developers and tom down, 
for many years of memories 
would, have been destroyed with 
the house. 

"It was happy experience," said 
Katrine. "It's a thing of the past"

all currently reside at Westmin- 
ster Canturbury. The city has 
agreed to give the sisters a gift 
annuity payment for the house 
every year until they pass away. 

"We are in charge of raising 
funds for the renovation," said 
Richardson. "Once the renovation 
is complete, the property will be 
uansferred to the city." 

Renovations to the house, 
such as a new roof, porch, gut- 
ters, plumbing and electrical 
work, will begin when enough 
money is raised. Exactly how 
money is needed is not known. 
Richardson said that the founda- 
tion also hopes to work with the 
sisters on the renovations, such 
as recreating some of the home's 
memories and preserving the 
plantings in the yard. 

"One of the things that makes 
it historically valuable is that not 
many changes have been made," 
Richardson said. 

The 22-room house was the 
first brick home to be built on 
the OceanfrcxiL 

But, Richardson added, the 
renovations will not begin until a 
decision on how to use the house 
has been m^e. This summer, the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guild, Inc.. 
expressed interest in using the 
house as a museum, housing 
wildfowl photos, paintings, arti- 
cles a^ decoys. 

But. the final decision will be 
made by a committee of city 
officials and foundation membeis. 



"We would let people be aware 
that we were open to sugges- 
tions. Then, a decision would be 
made," Richardson said. 

She said that granting the 
wildfowl guild the use of the 
house "sounds like a good poten- 
tial use." 

Bill Walsh, a guild board of 
directors member, said the org^ 
nization formed 16 years ago to 
establish a museum to preserve 
artifacts related to hunting in this 
area. The group consists of 200 
wildfowl artists, carvers and col- 
lectors. 

'There's a great heritage of 
waterfowl collecting," Walsh 
said. "Wc still have the purpose 
to eventually afford a building for 
that sort of lifestyle." 

Although the deWitt sisters 
agreed to cooperate with the city 
and the Virginia Beach Founda- 
tion, each of them has her own 
opinion on what should be done 
with the house. 

According to Katrine, the sis- 
ters "wanted to presove our place 
many years ago." 

Because the property was so 
valuable, no pr^ervation groups 
could afford to purchase the 
house, she said. So, they put the 
house on the market When the 
realtor suggested that they talk to 
the foundation, the sisters decided 
that it was better than having the 
house bought and tom down by a 
imilda. 

Kaffins said she would like to 
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When Janis decided to begin an 
N.A. meeting group, she received 
ho- information from a "starter-kit." 
She led the meetings at first, but 
has since let other members take 
over. Anyone who is a recovering 
smoker, or who has a personal in- 
terest in quitting smoking, can start 
his or her own meeting, she said. 

"I was a real addicted smoker," 
Janis said. "It's terrible. It was aw- 
ful. I had been trying fn- six years 
and seriously trying for two years 
to quit." 

Janis, too, tried several forms of 
quitting. She cut back, chewed 
Nicorette gum, but nothing woriced. 
Finally, she just stopped - cold 
turkey. 

"I do not have a craving for 
cigarettes, no urge to smoke." she 
said. "That's what quitting is all 
about. You have to stop com- 
pletely." 

Suzanne said, after two months 
without cigarettes, that she still has 
nicotine cravings, especially after 
she eats. 

"I used to cough in the morning. 
Now I don't cough in the morning," 
she said. "I feel good about myself 
more than anything." 

Both Janis and Suzanne said that 
without attending N.A. meetings, 
they never could have "stayed 
stopped." The group's members all 
quit for diff^'ent reasons, Janis said, 
some for medical reasons, some 
because they don't want to be ad- 
dicted to any substance, and some 
just because of theri^Dst, smell and 
^}pearance. 

'They (N.A.) reminded you of 
the lengths you used to go to to 
have a cigarette. It's a constant re- 
minder that you can not," Suzanne 
said. 

The group meets evCTy Thursday 
at Janis' office in Norfolk. If the 
mettings become bigger, she said, 
the group may have to start meet- 
ing in several different locations. 
Suzanne recommends the group to 
anyone interested in quitting smok- 
ing. 

"TTiey are people who understand 
what's happening," she said. "The 
craving is so intangible."

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Again it was a resounding "no" to tolls at the public hearing held at Cox High 
School on Oct 22. The study committee of JR 94 for the establishment of a 
Regional Transportation Authority, with the power to impose tolls on existing 
roads, was greeted with a packed crowd of around 600 who vociferously 
expressed their opposition to tolls. Again led by Pat Murphy, talk show host of 
radio station WNIS, speaker after speaker placed the blame for the roai 
situation on poor planning and misplaced priorities and waste by the Virginia 
Department of Transportation. Several called for an investigation of VDOT. 

There seems to be no doubt now that the committee is convinced that the 
proposed regional authority could be a political albatross for those who hack 
it. There are still two more hearings scheduled and the public needs to be aloi 

The adoption of the Chesapeake Bay Protection ordinances was again 
delayed by city council on Oct. 23 by adopting a resolution limiting considera- 
tion of other watersheds (Back Bay, Owls Creek) at a later date. Thanks to 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker the resolution was amended to ensure that 
consideration of the other watersheds would come back to council in six 
months; guaranteeing that it would not be forgotten. 

The presentation given to city council by representatives from the Govern- 
ment Finance Research Center prior to the formal session stressed the possible 
adverse impact of the city's proposed Capital Improvement Plan on the city's 
financial and debt position. It warned that the city's present AA rating could be 
jeopardized by the heavy borrowing proposed in the CIP. It suggests that the 
possibility of this could be reduced by only using half of its Charter Bond 
Authority and by using more pay as you go projects. The CIP plans to use every 
bit of borrowing authority available and to drastically reduce pay as you go 
projects. We hope council will keep these warnings in mind as it reviews the 
CIP.

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says, "I agree . . . that's why I don't vote!" 

Through newspaper columns, magazine articles and talk shows, 
one senses that the public's apathy has turned to anger against 
politicians, in general. One grassroots group has started a campaign, 
placing ads in newspapers across the country with such slogans as: 
"Re-elect Nobody." 

This "ain't-gonna-take-it-no-mwe" attitude seemed to be prevalent 
in our city's councilmanic election last May. Because of the 
Greekfest fiasco of 1989, voters wanted to wreak their wrath on 
somebody and four incumbents were defeated. Yet. the turnout was 
meager - only 27 percent of registered voters. 

Now it appears the national electorate is fed up with politics as 
usual. The public is furious over the federal debt, which is out of hand 
and costs each taxpayer at least half of his taxes. Voters are 
frustrated over the prolonged budget fiasco, and seething over the 
savings and loan scandals. Many voters see only one way to send 
this message to local, state and national politicians. 

Efforts to unseat legislators have reached the point that many 
states are placing limits on terms. Oklahoma has iq)provcd such a 
constitutional amendment for their state lawmakers. On the ballots in 
Colorado and California this NovembCT are a similar measures, with 
the ultimate target the U.S. Congress. 

Some say it is a national tragedy that many Congressmen have no 
opposition, or token at best, in this election. Two incumbents from 
Virginia are in this category and virtually assured of victory. Our 
Second District Representative to Congress, Owen B. Pickett, a 
Democrat, is unopposed by a Republican, and United States Senator 
John W. Warner, a Republican, has no Democratic opponent 

Though the public may be satisfied with their performance, a 
healthy opposition is the basis of democracy. One wonders how 
many of our city's registered voters will exercise their franchise on 
Tuesday. Some may think it not worth the trouble since the outcome 
will not be changed one way or the other in those two cases. But 
more is at stake. Consider the proposed changes in the State Consti- 
tution. 

Ten years ago, John NaisbiU wrote in his nation-wide best-seller 
Megatrends that low voter turnout does not necessarily spell trouble 
for democracy. He asserts that voters are making a conscious decision 
not to participate. Essentially, they are telling elected officials. 

"Okay, we've elected you to represent us, but if anything comes u{ 
that impacts on our lives, you've got to check back with us." 

Naisbitt may be right that America is moving from re{vesentatives 
democr£K;y to participatory democracy. There is no question that citi- 
zens, workers and consumers are demanding a greater voice in gov- 



ernment, business and the market place. Many who do not vote for 
representatives do participate in initiatives and referenda on issues 
that concern them. 

Ambivalence isn't apathy, according to David Morris, a columnist 
for the St. Paul (Minn.) Pioneer Press. He wrote recently about the 
voting procedure in the Soviet Union last year where voters simply 
crossed off the names of candidates they (q)posed. Since they rejected 
all contenders, they were literally permitted the option of voting for 
"None of the Above." 

While we Americans do not have that option, staying away from 
the voting booth is tantamount to giving up. Only by voting in ev- 
ery election can We the Peq)Ie hold our elected officials accountable.

Other fall field trips include a family day 
camp, basketweaving, and a seasonal seafood workshop. 

With such a wide array of exhibits and programs, it is no wonder 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum continues to grow in popularity.
